He ſo detefted Hereticks, that when Marcion (of his for- 
mer acquaintance) met him at Rowe, and wondering that he 
took no notice of him, ſaid, Doſt thou not know me Polycarp ? 
Yea,faid he,l know thee wel,thou art the eldeft ſon to the Divel. 
His manner was to ſtop his ears if at any time he heard the 
wicked ſpeeches of Hereticks, and to ſhun thoſe very places 
where ſuch ſpeeches had been uttered. He ſuffered Martyrdom 
in the ſeventh year of Yerws, Anno Chriſti, 170. of his Age 86. 
, In the midſt of the flameshe made this excellent Prayer. O| 
God the Father of thy - Beloved Sou Jeſns Chrift through Whom| 
we have received the knowledge of thee: O God the ( rea- 
tor of all things, uponthee I call , thee I confeſs to be the true 
God: Thee 1 plorifie., O Lord receive me, and make me 
a companion of the reſurrettion of thy Saints, through the merits 
of. our great High Prieſt thy Beloved Son Jeſus Chriſt; to whom

But bere thoſeJudges he preached with ſuchDivine eloquence, 
and: forcible arguments, that through Gods mercy he converted 
this Dion fcnr,the chief Preſident of the Judges , with Damarss 
his wife, who uſed Pax! very courteouſly, and were inſtructed 
by him in the knowledg of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. At which the 
whole City was much amazed : for all men accounted Djony- 
ſus a very wiſe and judicious man; But now he was not aſhamed 
of a Maſter to become a Scholar : fo that within 3 years ſpace, 
he became an admirable inſtrument to propagate the Goſpel of 
our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. Then was he by Pax! ordained Pa- 
ſtor of the Church at eAthezs, where for a good while he 
preached the Word of God with great wiſdom, zeal and dili- 
gence; andasa wiſe Harveſt-man brought in many Sheaves of 
Corninto Gods Barn. Afterwards he went to Epheſws to viſit 
S. Zohn,and S.. Paul: by whoſe perſwaſion (leaving one P«b- 
lixs to look to his flock at Arhens) he went to Rowe, at which 
time {lemens governed that Church. And having converſed a 
white with C/emens,he intreated him to go into France to preach 
the Goſpel there, and to give knowledge of Salvation to that

Inthe firſt he exhorts the Gentiles and Heathens to em- 
brace the Chriſtian Faith. In the ſecond he informs thoſe which 
were newly converted how to carry themſelves. tnthe third, he 
direts grown Chriſtians in the DoErines which were fit for 
them in Tar eſtate. He complains much of the decay of zealand 
of the want of the power of godlineſs amongſt Proteſſors in his 
time. He was Maſter to Origen, who alſo ſucceeded him in his 
place in Alexandria, He was excellently. verſed. in the Holy 
Scriptures, and very careful to preſerve the Doctrines which he 
had-received from his Predeoeſte i purity; wheteupon' in his 
firft Book entituled Srromato», he'thus writeth : 'Fhis preſent 
Tract of mine is not made for any Oftentation, but theſe Monu- 
ments are laid up as helps againſt weakneſs of memory in my

But his Life and DoQtine grew ſo renowned and eminent, as 
ſtirred up envie in the hearts of ſome againſt kim, eſpecially in 
Demetrius the Biſhop, who had formerly loved and preferred 
him : So that now on the contrary, he did all he could to darken 


and obſcure his fame : Herenpon he ript up Or:pexs faults,and ' 
by his Writings publiſhed them to the World. upbraiding him | 
eſpecially with that raſh and-inconſiderate a& of diſmembring 
himſelf, for which he judged him unfit for the Miniſterial Of- 
fice : Thus in the height of Origens fame theſe things were di- 
vulged, and his adverſary was potent , and thereupon he was 
forced to give way to the ſtorm, and to yield to the importu-

ſort which were lately corhe to the Faith ; reſerying to himſelf 
the teaching of thoſe that were farther & better entred, Haying 
alſo a great deſire to ſearch out the deep myſteries of the holy 
Scriptures, he ſtudied the Hebrew Tongue and bought Copies; 
that were uſed amongſt the Jews: He ſearched out alſo other 
tranſlatiohs beſides the vulgar, as that of Aqwils, of Symachus, 
and of 7 heodoſion : Thele being compacted together, in, one 


each copy againſt other, and adding the Hebrew to them, he 
publiſhed the ſame, and intituled it Hexapla, When the rumour 
'was now every where ſpreadabroad of the fame of Origer, ma- 
ny learned men'' came to try the truth of his Doctrine, 
.andto have experience of his utterance in preaching ; yea ma- 
ny Hereticks and famous Philoſophers reſorted to him, and were 
converted by him. Origen was the firſt that wrote Commentaries 
upon the ſacred Scriptures, being earneſtly ſollicited thereto by 


ancefor his neceſſary expetces, furniſhing bim with above 
ſeven ſwift Notaries , who wrote that which be diftated to 
them. | 

Whileſt he continued at Alexandria, there came a Souldier 
with Lerters from the Governour of Arabia to Demerrins the 

Biſhop of chat Sea, and co the Lieutenant of Eyypr , Gefaring 

them with all ſpeed to ſend Origen t6 him, which nught communt-

C * Yprian was an eAfricav, born in the ancient City of Car- 

thage, and being educated in the ſtudy of the Liberal Arts, 
he profited ſo much - dann that whileſt he was young he was 
choſen Profeſſor of Rhetorick, Yet was he at firſt a Genti/e, and 
Idolator, looſe and profane in his practiſe, and much addicted 
to the ſtudy of Magical Arts : But itpleaſed God, who had 
choſen him to be a veſſel of mercy. for his own glory, to convert 
him by the means and Miniſtry of Cecilins,a godly Presbyter of 
Carthage, (whoſe name he ever afterwards bore ; ) and through 
the occaſion of hearing him-preach upon the Hiſtory of the 
Prophet exas ; Immediatly npon his converſion, he diſtributed 
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all his goods amongſt the -poor-; And the {arthagenians percei- 
ving in him a very great zeal and ardourfor the propagation of 
the Chriſtian Rehgion, they prevailed with him to be ordained 
a Presbyter,in-which office he ſo worthily demeaned himſelf,that 
not long after he was made the Biſhop of the Church of- (ar- 


mility,Charity, Greatneſs of mind and Fidelity. His'modeſty-ap- 
peared, in that in all great and weighty buſineſſes hewould never 


determin or act any thing of himſelt;but by the common conſent 
and advice of his Presbyters, yea he'many times called in; the | 
help and aſsiftance of the whole Church ; His humility appeared, / 
in that he was never tenaciqous,nor wilfull in his own judgement, 
but what was wholſomly adviſed and counſelled by his brethren 
[and Collegues, that he willingly aſſented to. His charity was 
notably ſeen,'in that he did not only commend the care of the 
[poor to his Presbyters ; but himſelf alſo, according to his abi- 
lity, was alwayes forward in miniſtring to them, The' greatneſs 
[of his mind appearedin this ſpeech of his , S;qui ſunt, &c. If 
there be any, ſaith he, that think to adjoyn themſelves to the 
Church, not by their prayers, but by their.threats ; not by their 
humiliation and fatisfaftion- when! they have ſcandalized the; 


know, that the Church of the Lord will oppoſe them, and that 
the Tents of Chriſt will prove immovable, and not to be con- 
1 quered by them. His fidelity will notably. appear by his Epiſtles, 
wherein he excellently. comforts the afflicted,recalls fuch as were 
faln, or commends the care of them to other Biſhops of the 
Church , vigorouſly oppoſeth the Hereticks and Schiſmaticks 

{Neither was he only a SpeCtator of the Martyrdom of others ;

try, and contempt ofthe true God. then to Chriſtians : which 
evils (faith he) are increaſed by the wickedneſs of men : For, 
Famem maſjorem facit rapacitas,quam ficcitas.Famine comes more 
by the Avarice of men then by the drought of the Ayr : but the 
ſpecial cauſe thereof proceeds from the ſheding of ſo much 
Chriſtian blood. kind whereas the Chriſtians were condemned, 
for not worſhiyping their Idols: he ſhewed that thoſe Idols 
were no true-Gods, but_Images of certain dead Kings , which 
could neither ſavethemſelves trom death, nor ſuch as worſhip- 
ed and truſted in them. - | :

of the Weſt dyed, and Conſtantizs made challenge unto all the 
Dominions of -his 3rethren, and being proclaimed Emperour of 
the Weſt, he-made an expeditionagainſt 2fagzentins and Bre- 


tanion, two Tyrants that had-uſurped the Government there. 
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The Adverſaries of Athenaſins fuppoſing that now they. had 
gotten a-fic opportunity, invent, and-charge' him-with riew hai- 


time came to Alexandria, convened divers Connitils of the Bi- 
ſhops. of Egypt, where they agreed. to the Decrees of the 
Councilof Sardw, and of that held at Zernſalem.

all theſe Biſhops rooms, | | 
| .;Bur it pleaſed God that Arhanaſins was made privy to theſe 
bloody Decrees of the-Emperour ; whereupon he fled from 
Alexanaria, and eſcaped the danger. This the Arian; rejoiced 
at, and grievoully traduced him for it; which Arhanafins hear- 
ing of, Apologized for himſelf, making relation of the horrible 
Riſes committed at «Alexandria by Georgins the Arian. 
There came (faith he) to Alexandria certain perions that 
ſought us out to Execution : the Souldiers unawares beſet the 
Church, and inſtead of devout ſerving of God, took in hand 
their bloody ſword ; Georgizs alſo joined with them : then were 
the Virgins baled, and clapt up into Priſon : the Biſhops were 
bound, and led away by bands of Souldiers : the Fatherlefs and 
Widows were diſpoſſeſſed of their Houſes : whole Families were 
rifed : the true Chriſtians were violently trailed and lugged out 
of their Habitations : their doors were nailed up: The Clergy 
mens Brethren were in-great danger for their Brethrens ſake : 


and met in the Church-yard to Pray, becauſe they abhorred the

Theſe things were very grievous, but that which followed was | 
far worſe. The Week after Whitſontide the people did Faſt -| Their eruelty

fear of the raging fire : - He ſtripped them ftark naked : buf- 
fetted'them abour the head and face, fo that for a long time af- 
ter they were fcarce known of their own friends, - He alſo took 
forty. perſons, and ylagued them with a new kinde of torment, 
never heard of before : He took Palm-twigs newly plucked off 
from the Trees,and ſtripping them,ſcourged them therewith,and 
the twigs having ontheir pricking knobs , ſo rentthem, that by 
reaſon ofthe ſtumps ſticking in their fleſh,they were fain to repair 
to Chirargeons to be dreſſed of their wounds : Others ofthem 


| not being able to endure ſuch terrible-pains,, dyed of their 


wounds : And ſuch Men and Virgins as remained alive, he ſent 
away by the Souldiers into exile. The dead carkaſſes not yet 
fully cold, were denyed to their friends, being thrown here 
and there, and: lying unburyed (for that liked them beſt) the 
Souldiers inſulting over them , as though they had not: been 
faulty in committing ſuch horrible crimes: This did they, 
having their mindes beſotted with the furious rage of frantick 
Herefte. And when as the dear and familiar friends of the dead 
rejoyced .at the bold and conſtant Proteſtation of their Faith , 
yet -mourned, becauſe that their corpſes were not covered with 
Earth ; the ſavage impiety and beaſtly cruelty 'of theſe Soul- 
diers revealed it ſelf with greater ſhame and infamy. | 
© Moreover,they baniſhed forthwith ſundry Biſhops of Egype 
and. Lyhia, and ſome of the Presbyters: and having bereaved 
them of their Native Soil, they uſed them ſo mercileſly', that

the Church, and there ſought every corner for him , but not 
finding him, they loſt their labours : For they thought that] 
now the people were quieted , and feared no ſuch matter, they 
might eaſily apprehend him,and ſo execute the Emperours com- 
mand : But when Athanaſins could not be found, every one 
much wondered atit , believing that God had diſcovered the] 
danger to him, and thereby ww Dov him from it. Others ſay, 
that Athazaſins miitruſting the heady and raſh motion of the 
common people, fearing that if any mifchief wefe wrought by 
them , it would be laid to his charge , retired privily and hid 
himſelf for the ſpace of four months in his Fathers Monument. 
But in the mean time the Emperour Yalence conſidering how] 
many friends Athanaſius had : which by reaſon of his abſence 
might happily raiſe commotions , to the great prejudice of the 
Empire : and withall conſidering that YValentinian , who was 
an earneſt Defender of the Vicexe Faith might take the baniſhe|

| fore having ſufficiently profited in Philoſophy under Libanins, 
he provided for himſelf the Commentaries of Origex» (who then. 
was famous throughout the World) and learned out of them 
to interpret and expound the Sacred Scriptures.: Then did he 
valtantly encounter with the Arians, and when as they alleadged 
Origens Books for the confirmation of their Heretical opinions , 
he refuted their ignorance, and ſhewed by plain demonſtrations , 
that they underſtood not the minde and meaning of Origen. Yea 
, Ennomins a favourer of that Sect, and as many Arians as were 
of greateſt reputation, and accountedthe profoundeſt Scholars, 
when they difputed with him and Gregory Nazianzey, proved 
{chemſelves fools and unlearned perſons.

Ctrine was, ſuch was his life. By this dexterity of his wit, when 
Ewnſcbins Biſhop of Ceſarea , - by his ambition ſtirred up Sedi- 
tion, of an ems he made him his very good friend.

be ſo contented Modeſtns, the Emperours Prefef? , ' that he 
drew that wicked man by the ſhining of his vertue to admire 
him: By. this when the Emperour Ya/ence himſelf entred into: 
his Church, tie firſt aſtoniſhed him,and afterwards by his diſcreet 
conference, deterred him from his cruelty, yea reclaimed him 
from the faRtion of the Arians, though afterwards thoſe wicked 
men prevailed to bring him over to them again. He had al- 
ways a minde ſo prepared for Martyrdom, that he deſired it as

The tumult being raiſed, Ambroſe the Lieutenant of the City, 
who alſo was a Conſul, fearing greatly. left that Schiſm would 
breed miſchief inthe City, came purpoſely into the Church to 
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appeaſe the Sedition : And. his preſence*prevailing very much 
with the people, after he had given them many notable exhor- 
tations , and thereby miti a, the rage of the heady and raſh 
multitude ; All on a fadden with one yoice,and as it were with 
one mouth nominated Ambroſe for their Biſhop, hoping hereby 
that all things would be reconciled, and that all would embrace 
one Faith and Opinion. The Biſhops that were preſent thought] 
| verily that the uniform voice of the people was the voice of 
| God himſelf : wherefore without any further deliberation! 
they took Ambroſe (who was but a Catechumeniſt)and baptized 
him, purpoſing alſo to enſtal him in-the Biſhoprick : e Ambroſe 
came ney. to Baptiſm, yet denyed utterly to be a Biſhop ; 
whereupon t 
to their doings : He wondering at the conſent and agreement 
of the people , judged that which was done to be the work of 
'God himſelf : he fignifled therefore to the Biſhops, that they 
ſhould obey the Will of God, and create Ambroſe Biſhop, 
ſaying, that God rather then men preferred him to this dignity. 
Thus Ambroſe being made Biſhop, the Citizens of, Milain , 
who. aforetime were at diſcord amongſt themſelves, thenceforth . 
imbraced Peace and Unity. . Whereupon the good Emperour 
publickly returned thanks unto God in theſe words I give thee 
bumble thanks O Omnipotent Ged, and our Saviour Feſus C briſt , 
that whereas I had committed the Government of their Bodies to

Not long after Ambroſe ſpake very freely to the Emperour, 
complaining of divers things which were ill adminiſtred by ſun- 
dry of the Magiſtrates : To whom that worthy Emperour an- 
([wered ; I knew long ago- that thou -waſt a free-ſpoken man, 
for which cauſe I - was ſo far from reſiſting thine Ordination G 
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the Biſhoprick, as that 1 gave my free and full conſent to it . 
wherefore according to the rule of Gods Holy Word, do thou 
prepare a medicine for our ettring mindes, _ 

This good Emperour a while after dying, ?#ſti:na his Wife , 
being infected with the filth of Arianiſm , yet whileſt her huſ- 


| band lived , ſhe could no kinde of way moleſt thoſe that em- 


braced the Faith of One Subſtance : but after his deceaſe re- 
moving to Millain, together with her young ſon,ſhe raiſed ſuch 
tumults GR Ambroſe the Biſhop, that inthe end ſhe pre- 
vailed for his baniſhment : But the people , who bore ſingular 
love and affeRion to Ambroſe, withſtood her Act , atid hin- 
dred their force that went abont to convey him into exile ; and 
it pleaſed God, that juſt at the ſame time news came that Maxi- 
ms 2 Britain had rebelled, and that Gratian the Emperour was 
ſlain in France by eAndragathius the Captain of Maxim : 
Which news ſo. cooled the heat of 7»ſtina's ſpleeh, that ſhe 


was content to let Ambroſe alone. Yet did ſhe proceed to|. 


work upon the tender and flexible minde of her young ſon Ya» 


 lentinias junior,and to inſtil into him the Principles of Ariavi/m; 


and the young man deceived by the enticements of his Mother, 
too greedily drank in the poiſon thereof, whereupon at length 
he began to communicate his minde to Ambreſe, ſuppoſing 
that if he could but draw him to his opinion , he could eaſily 
overcome the reſt : - But Ambroſe began to minde him of the 


| Piety and Sincerity of his Father, exhorting him to defend 


the Truth which he had received from him, as he would defend 
his Empire: He alſo opened to him the difference between thoſe 
two opinions, ſhewing him how that of the Arians was di- 
rectly contrary to the DoQtrine of Chriſt,and his holy Apoſtles, 
and that of the Orthodox was moſt conſonant thereunto': But 
the young man, as a young man that was blinded with che Er- 
ror of his Mother, was ſo far from hearkening to the good 
counſel of Ambreſe, that on the contrary, being inflamed with 
wrath, he compaſſed the Church where Ambroſe was , with a 
great number of armed Souldiers, thi 
1e him. | 
But when he ſaw that this valiant Cimpion and Souldier 
of Chriſt was no whit affrighted , he grew into ſuch a rage, 
that he commanded him to come forth of the Temple : To 
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whom Ambroſe anſwered : That will I never willingly do, nei- 
ther will 1 betray the Sheepfold of my Sheep to the Wolyes , 
nor deliver up this Temple of God to the Authors of blaſ- 
phemy : but if thou pleaſeſt to kill me, here is my breaſt , 
peirce it either with thy ſword or ſpear as thou pleaſeſt, for 
L defire and -am willing to embrace ſuch a death : This his 
reſolute anſwer made the Emperour to withdraw. 

About this time T heodeſixcs the great, reigning in the Eaſt , 
there fell out a great Sedition in the City of 7 heſſalonica, which 
ſome of the Magiſtrates coming to quiet, by the furious peo- 
ple they were not only greatly reproached , but ſtgned to

death : The news hereof being carried to Theodofins, he was 
1fo grievouſly incenſed againit the Citizens of Theſſalonicg, 


that he ſent an Army againſt them, and ſlew ſeven thouſand 
ofthem, even the innocent amongſt the guilty, without ever 
examining the fact, and et Þ judicially againit the no- 
cent”: And preſently after he went into the Welt againſt the 
Tyrant- Maximns, whereof you may read the ſtory in my ſe- 
cond Part of the iſarrow of Ecclefiaftical Hiſtory , in the life 
of Theod. ſenior. And having obtained a wonderful victory, 
he went to Millain ; but as Te was about to enter into the 
Church, Ambroſe met him at the door, and ſaid unto him : Its 
very likely O Emperour that, you know not the greatneſs of 
that murther that was committed by you ,. neither after your 
anger was appeaſed,. did you by reaſon weigh the greatneſs of 
your crime. For it may. be the greatneſs: of your Imperial 


| Dignity would-not ſuffer you to acknowledge your ſin:but your! 


Power blindes your Reaſon : For you ought to conſider the' 
weakneſs and frailty of our Humane Nature, and to bend your' 
Eyes upon our Mother Earth , from which you had your Ori- 
ginal, and into which you muſt return : neither ought you by 
reaſon of the ſplendor of your Purple garments, to be ignorant 
of the weakneſs of that body which is ſhrowded in, them : 
Conſider further that you rule over thoſe who are partakers of 
the ſame Nature with you, and therefore are your fellow-ſer- 


vants. For God the Creator of the Uniyerſe, is Lord and 
King of all men : With what eyes then can you behold. his 
Temple whois Lord of all> With what feet can you tread in 
his. Courts > How dare you ( Iprayyou ). ſtretch aha 
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fore him thoſe hands which are defiled with murther, and un- 
juſt bloodſhed, and with the ſame receive the Holy Sacrament 


of Chriſts Body > Or how dare you put his Hely Blood into}: 


our mouth , which being inflamed with anger , commanded 


He excommu- , unjultly the ſpilling of ſo much blood ? Depart therefore, and

The godly Emperour mangy ſubmitred ro him ( for having 
been religiouſly trained up, he knew full well what was the 
duty of Gods Minifters , and what was proper for Kings to 
do in ſuch caſes) and accordingly returned to his Palace fall 
of ſighs and tears. And about eight moneths after, "the Feaſt 
of Chriſts Nativity being to be celebrated , the Emperour fate 
{till in his Palace , giving himſelf to tamentations, and pourin 

out abundance of tears : which Rzffinzs the Maſter of his Hal 
taking notice of, being very dear unto the Emperour, went to 
him, and asked him the cauſe of his weeping : Then the Em- 
perour on more bitterly , and pouring out more abun. 
dance of tears, ſaid; Surely Rzffizws thou doſt but mock me! 
or knowelt not with how great miſery I am afflicted : For 
I ſigh and bcwail my calamity, whilftI conſider in my minde 
how open the Church is to my ſeryants, yea to beggars, who 
have free leave to pour out their Prayers before God : Bat not 
only-that place , but even Heaven it ſelf is ſhut up againſt me: 
For that ſaying of our Saviour comes into my minde, #beſe 74s

Having now ſufficiently profited in the knowledge of Hys- 
mane Arts, he proceeded to more grave and weighty ſtudies} 
and after the example of other worthy men , for the further 
poliſhing of his minde with Wiſdom and Experience , he tra- 
velled all over France, procuring the acquaintance of, and fa- 
miliarity with the moſt worthy men of that. Country. : Boxoſur' 


alſo was his companion in theſe travels :: He was very diligent 


at Trevir he wrote out with his own hand a great Volume of| 
Hilary de Synodis; and having much proficed himſelf, not 


only in Learning, but Religion alſo, after a long time, he re- 
turned] 
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turned to viſit his Countries, both where he was born, and 
where he was new born |[_ Rome. ]. 

Then did he begin to cont1der what courſe of life to be- 
take himſelf to, and in what place to fix his habitation ; know- 
ing that it would much conduce to his comfort, if he undertook 
[ſuch a courſe with judgement as was moſt ſutable to his Geniw. 
He ſerioully conſidered that Rowfe was as yet over ſpread with 
Paganiſm, and that it was not ſafe for a young man to be in a 

lace of ſo much pleaſure, which himſelf ſometimes called 
Babylon He alſo conſidered , that his own Country was cor- 
rupted with barbarous pleaſures, as himſelf ſomewhere notes 
in- one of his Epiſtles : Whereupon he conſulted with ſome 
of his intimate friends, reſolving to __ to ſome place 
where he might with more privacy follow the ſtudy of Divinity, 
and wholly dedicate himſelf to Chriſt. It was alſo a great 
trouble to his minde, td conſider how Chriſtians and Pagans 
were intermixed together, whence it — — came to pals, 
that many who profeſſed Chriſt, were Chriſtians rather in 
name then in truth. He conſidered further, that in marriage, 
beſides other incumbrances, he ſhouid loſe his freedom; And 
that in the life of Miniſters and Biſhops there was a great deal 


honours, and cares of the World , and thereby be caſt upon 
many temptations : Beſides, the lives: of many -of them dif- 
pleaſed him ſeeing the ancient Ptety of the Miniſtry to begin 
to degenerate into Pride and Tyranny. All theſe things ſeri- 
oully conſidered, he began to be in love with a Monaſtick life, 
Which in thoſe times did far differ from their -lives in future 


(Ages, which was afterwards intangled with Ceremonies and 
[Superſtitions. For in thoſe times they had liberty to change 
{their condition when they pleaſed,to go whither they pleaſed ;

eſteem of him for the ſame. Then did Hierom go to Hieruſa- 
lem, veiwing all the obſervable places about that once famous 
City : But ſhortly after by reaſon of the change oft Ayr and 
Country, he fell into a grievous ſickneſs, at which time Ewva- 
grizs entertained him into his houſe, and ſhewed much kinde- 
neſs to him. Having recovered his health , he was inflamed 
with. an earneſt defire of proſecuting his former reſojution for 
the manner of his life , and thereupon retiring” himſelf into a 
Deſart between the Syriazs and Saracens, he had no company 
beſides wilde Beaſts and Serpents, and here and there a Monks 
Cell that had betaken himfelf to the ſame courſe of life, as Hre- 
rom now did. But before his fixing in this Wilderneſs, he ſpent 
ſome time in Antiochia , which yet he ſtayed not long in, 
partly by reaſon of the celebrity of the place, and partly be- 
cauſe 'of a Schiſm that was in the Church : . Neither could he 
ay Tong in Chalcy , becauſe of the neighbourhood. of ſome 
Arians, which moleſted him : and indeed this holy man was 
| grvonry vexed by their wicked practiſes, who daily cited him 

efore them to give an account of his Faith. In brief, he met

moſt pure Fountains. For it is the firſt ſtep to Piety, to acquaint 
our ſelves with the Truths of God. Then he read over the 
Works of ſuch as had Commented thereon with great Judge- 
tent, not pretermitting the Works of Ethnicks and Hereticks. 
For he knew how to gather Gold out of a Dunghil, and 
Honey out of Weeds, leaving the Poyſon to Spiders : then 
did he colle& what he-could out of the Egyptian Writers , 
endeavouring to beautifie the Houſe of God by the ſpoils of 
his Enemies : And for the help of his Memory, and to make 
him more prompt, he digeſted all that he read into certain heads 


Works, whom he called Sz#m , his own : and ſome of whoſe 
Homilies whileft he was a young man, he had turned into LZa- 
tin : His reading alſo he mixed with writing.

He was a man of marvellous great tempe- 
rance , very auſtere in life, and rather harſhthen curteous in 
his deportment :: ' He had no great forecaſt, made no account 
of the World, "and becauſe of his plain and ſimple meaning, 
was ſoon deceived -: He was very copious. and free of ſpeech 
with all ſuch as had any conference with him. In his Mi- 
niſtry. he: was very diligent and: painful, endeavoring all that 
poſtibly he could to reform the lives and manners of his Audi- 
tors : and he had anexcellent faculty in perſwading , wherein 
he excelled moſt men of that age. - He was very frequent and 
in his publick Miniſtry , 
but by going to the houſes of ſuch as were ſcandalous , and 
dealing privately and. plainly with them, laying to heart the

Thus 7ohz being ſetled in the Bifſhoprick of Conſtantinople, 


and making a diligent Inquiſition into their converſation, their 
dyet, and other carriages, he reproved, corrected , yea and caft

Phrygia, and the reſt-in Aſo4, placing more fie perſons in their 
rooms. At Epheſi» finding the Biſhop to. be lately dead , he 
placed Heraclides, born in Cyprus, and ſometimes a' Diſciple of 
Evagrins.

Regory the Great was born in Rome : his Father was a Se-| 
nator, by name Gordianwus ; his Mothers name was Sylvia, 


their Piety. Ow Gregory in his tender years was carefully 
educated by his Parents, being inſtructed both in Religion and 


afterwards to make good uſe of it for the profit and benefit of 
the Church of God : Having gone through the ſtudy of other 
Arts, he ſpent two years in reading of -Pyrbagoras; but

| The Merchant anſwered, Deir: ; well may they be of Deiri, for its

finding little fatisfaRtion therein, he at laſt with much diligence 
breathed after more Divine ſtudies : And after his Fathers 
death, having more freedom in diſpoſing of himſelf, and his 
eſtate, he. gave all his riches towards the relief. of the Poor 
and betook himſelf to a Monaftical life, firſt under Hillariov, and 
afterwards under Maxzimianu, who both of them were famous 
for their Piety and Learning. 

He was. very abſtemious in his Dyet , frequent in Faſting 
and Prayer, and ſo ſtudious of the Sacred Srriprures, that he 
could ſcarſe finde leaſure to eat his food till neceſſity urged him 
thereunto : And indeed his abſtinence was ſo great that he;

Earthly Glory, was miſerable , if the owner of it did not ſeek after 
the Glory of God: He was very exaQt in ſpending his time,ſaying, 
that he Was to give an account of it unto God «Neither was he leſs 
charitable to the ſouls of others : For on a time when many 
Merchants were metto ſell their commodities at Rome, it hap=:

Prince gave them a very prudent and pious anſwer, 

Anno (,briſti 1522. Luther wrote to Melasthon to provide

{ightned by the Sermons and Writings of Luther, thar if they 

ould go about to put the Z4i# in Execution, great tumults 
would ariſe, and the people would be ready to think that they 
went about to oppreſs the Truth, and to put out the light of the 
Goſpel, that fo they might the better defend thoſe manifeſt 
vices which could be no longer concealed. 

The ſame year Luther publiſhed his Book Of the Dignity 
and O ffice of the ((ivil Magiſtrate, He wrote alſo to the wal- 
denſes about the Adoration of the Sacrament. He publiſhed 
|the Pentatenchin the German tougue. He wrote to the Senate 
| of Pragwe his Book De Inſtituends Miniſtris Eccleſie, and 
| another about the avoiding the DoErines of men : Beſides dis 
vers others. What was judged of him for his.conſtancy and re- 
ſolution, may appear by this. 

Upon a time a motion was made in the Confiſtory at Rome , 
that a great ſum of mony ſhould be profered to him to buy 
him off from oppoſing Popery ; but one wiſer then the reſt , 
|cryed out, Hem | Germana i//a beſtia nonerrat aurum ſed au- 
ram : That beaſt of Germany cares for no money , but ſeeks 
vain-glory. 

Anno (hriſti 1529. he ſet forth both his Catechiſms : the

The year after the Emperour ſummoned a Diet at «L£/- 
parg , giving the Pubiick Faith for the ſecurity of all men 
that Aon come to the Diet to ſet forth the Form of their 
Belief. 

Hereupon the Prince Elector of Saxoxy to be the better pre 
pared againſt this Diet, appointed Luther, Juſtus Jonas, Pome» 
Jranand Melanthon , to ſet down the form of Doctrine which 
the Saxox Churches, and thoſe which accorded with them, did 
profels. Luther comprehended the ſum of his Do&rine in ſeven- 
teen Articles,which being reviſed by Phil. Melantthon, and put 
into a better form, was afterwards called the Confeſſion of Anſ- 
purg. R And 
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And whereas it was given out that the Emperour when, he 
cameinto Germany would tread the Goſpellers under his feer; 
che Proteſtant Princes met , and conſulted rogether- wherher i 
were better to go tothe Diet , or to meet the Emperour in 
Arms before he ſhould paſs the «1ps. 


Luther (who was always a Counſellor of Peace) diffwaded| 


wading them rather by Faith and Prayer to beg, and look| 
for help from God, whoſe cauſe (faith he) himſelf will defend. 
Upon this advice the Princes went to Amſpurg , yet left 
+ Luther not far of in Cobxrg Caſtle to be nere at hand, but out 
danger, that his advice might be had in time of need. And! 
when the Diet was met, the EleQor of Saxony ſent to _ 
| know whether the cauſe of Religion ſhould be referred co the| 
: Judgement of the Emperour ? This Zxther would by no means| 

have done : For ( faithhe) chi» boxor'# to be given to the 
Word of God only to be Jndge of holy controverſies. 

Anno Chriſti 1535. the Landgrave of Heſs fent for Bucer 
and Melanthon to Caſelly, to reconcile them together about] 
the buſineſs of the Sacrament , where after mu conference| 
Melantthon mitigated the rigor of his opinion about Chriſts| 
| preſence : and at his return to Firrenberg he carryed with him}. 
Bucers Declaration concerning that point, which when Zuther| 
had conſidered of , he began to hearken to an agreement with 
Zinglins, writing moſt friendly to the Divines of Strasborowgh| 
and to others that there might be a meeting appointed, wherein 
after deliberation, the defired concord might be confirmed. 

And accordingly Anno (brifti 1536. Bucer - and divers other 
Divines of Germany came to Wittenberg, where a form of con- 
cord was drawn np by Bucer , and ſubſcribed by both parties:

Ridericus Myconins was born in Franconia , of religious pa- 
rents, An.Chr.1491. Decemb.26, and bred up at School cill 
he was 13 years old, and then he was ſent to Anneberg where he 


Franciſcan Fryars there, without the knowledg of hisParents:and 
this he did, not that he might live in eaſe, fill his belly,and follow 
his pleaſures : but that he might ſerve God, pray for the pardon 


and innocent life : For ſo men judged in thoſe days : The fir 

night after his entry , he had a dream, which proved Propheti- 
cal. In that Monaſtery he almoſt killed himſelf with watchings, 
faſtings, praying, and performing other bodily exerciſes where- 
in they thought all holineſs to confift : And in the night time 
when other Monks were aſleep, he macerated and weakned 
himſelf with reading Peter Lombard, e-{lexander Hales, Bona- 
venture , Gabriel Biel, Auguſtine, and other like Authors , 
and being made Reader at Meal-times, for ſeven years together 
every dinner and ſupperhe read the Bible with Lyra's Notes up- 
on it, which he turned over ſo often that he had almoſt gotten 
it by heart, but yet without underſtanding and judgement: on- 
ly he retained in his Memory the Sacred Hiftories.

the principles ofReligion,and ſo ſent him to the Univerhry 
of Grypſmald, where he profited in the ſtudy of the Arts, and 
the Greek tongue: Being twenty years old, he ranght School; 
at Trepta, and by his learning and diligence'made, the 
School famous, and had many Scholars, to whom alfo/lite 
read daily ſome portion of Scripture,and prayed with them: 
and meeting with Eraſmns his book againſt the Hiſtrionical 
carriage of the Friars, and the Idolatry of the times, he gar 
fo much lighe thereby, that he was ſtirred up to inftrult 0-!

But after ſome few daies , having 
read it wich morediligence , and attention , -hee made this 
publick'Recantation beforethem all : hat ſhaÞ I ſay of Lu- 
ther? Allthe world hath been blinde, and in Cimmerian dark- 
eſſe, only this ene man hath found out the Trath. And further 
diſputing of thoſe queſtions with them , he -brought moſt of 


the Abbar, two antient Paſtors of the Church, and ſome 0- 
ther of the Friers, began -zealeully to diſcover-he deceits of 
the Papacy, and to preach againſt the ſuperſtitions, and ab- 
uſes oft humane Traditions, and to pertwade their auditors 
wholly to truſt to the merits of Chrift, Afcer this Bugenha- 
ins read Luther's other works diligently, whereby he lcacn- 
edithe difference between the Law and the Goſpel , Juſtifi- 


ers, perceiving that the opinions of Augs/ſt:ze and Lather 
agreed together about ali thoſe matters.

Ancients, did ftir up eſpecially curious wits, to make inqui- 
ry into the ſame. By which mcans the fa&tious perſons(lup- 
poting that they had gotten an excellent advantage agaiuſt 
Maſter Calvin) thought that by removing him they might 
ſubvert all things: So that it cannot be inzagined what ſtirs} 
aroſe, not onely in the City, but alfo in other places, as if" 
the Divell had ſer all his engines on work to raiſe contenti-' 
ons. For though there was a ſweet agreement amongſt the 
chief Paſtors of the Churches, yet there were not ſome wan- 
ting inthe Country of the Beyzates which accnſed Calvin as. 
ifhe had made God the Author of fin; Being forgettul how 
far he had protefſedly oppoſed that curſed Tenct, when he! 
had confuted the Libertizes. At Baſil, Caftalis , a good and 
ſimple man, cnough he did all nj cloſely, yet it was dil- 


cerned that he detended Pelagianiſme, and Melanithen had 
ſob:gun to write of theſe things, that though he had former- 
ly fubſcribed Calvins book againſt Pighins, yet he ſeemed to 
brand the Genevians, as if they held the Fare of the Sreickg. 
The Pontrficians alfſo,though they had beena thouſand times 
confuted, yet renewed their old flanders, Theſe things did 
much trouble Maſter Calvins mind, and ſo mach the ra- 
ther, becauſe the efficacy of error was ſo great at this time, 
that the mouth of truth in ſome places ſeemed to be Rtopt 
by publick Authority, Neither was this a controverlie o a 
few years. 

This ſame year that good Hermite, whom we mentioned 
before, appeated publickly to diſpute with Calvin, who had 
ſuffered a repulſe when ſome years beforc be had fought to

The malice of the fattious brake out 
ſo impetuouſly, that not onely the Church , but even-the 
-Common-wealth, was brought into: extream hazard there» 
by; for they proceeded fo far by their clamours and threats, 
and by their number oppreſling the liberty of good men, 
that the ancient ,Edias about conſtituting , of Sena- 
tors was by them ditfolved';' and pretending -that they! 
were afraid of the forreign Exiles, they took from them all 
their weapons and ſwords ( except when they travelled a- 
broad) ſo that nothing ſeemed remaining , but when they 
had got all the power into their own hands, that they ſhould 
then cffe& what they had ofcenaimed at, The Divel alfo 
then miniſtred another occaſion of troubles, for the. ancient 
enemy of the Sacred Trinity, and of the crue God, Afichnel 


' | Servet#s, a very monſter, compoſed of many ancient and| 


prodigious herefies, having gone about a long time as a Phy- 
fician, and ſpread his blaſphemies under the name of 1Mj- 
chael Villanovanss, at laſt publiſhed a great book at Vienna, 
belonging to Geneva, the Printer whereof was Arnollet of 
Lionscthe Corre&or to the Preſs William Guerotius, long agoe 
addied to the fatious Genreviſtes,but a few inonzthsE 
being like to be puniſhed for his whoredomes, and other 
wickednefles,was fled from Geneva to Lrons. | 
This Servers having publiſhed his Book, ſtuffed with 
Blaſphemiecs, was at Vienna caſt. into priſon for the ſame, but 
making an eſcape he came(by a ſecret providence)to Geneva, 
thinking to paſs further, but ( as God would have it) being

by the command of the Emperour, the Citizens of Mets;

[Lipfch, or to goe to Wittewberg (being ſent for thither) he 
choſe to ſtay where he was, and was choſen profeflor ot Di- 
vinity in that Univertity : Where he continued his Le&ures 
till Anno Chriſti 1566. at which time he cameto deliver 
his judgement about the Lords Supper, Whereupon, by the 
command of the Regor of the Univerſity, the doors ot the 
Colledge were ſhut againſt him, and he not ſuffered to read 
lany more : yetthey would have reftored him to his place, 
if he would have promiſed to meddle with chat point no 
more: But he retuſed to make any ſuch promiſc,and with- 
all complained to the EleQor of Saxonie of the wreng done 
unto him 3 from whom he reccived a ſharpe anſwer, and 
therefore leaving Lipfich, he went to Amberg in the upper 
Palatinate,where,after a ſhort tay, he received Letters from 
the Elector Palatine, and the Univerſity; inviting him to 
Heidleberg, whether hepreſently went, and was made Pro- 
fefſor of Ethicks, In which place he took very great paines, 
both in reading his Lectures, and Writing : But his body 
having contracted ſome diſeaſes by his former impriſon- 
ment, An,Chrifts 1569. he fell very ſick, whereupon he ſaid, 


life was at an end, whereby he ſhould be delivered from the 
fraud and miſcrics of this evill world, and injoy the bleſ- 
ſed preſence of God, and his Saints to all cterniry; and ac- 
cor ingly preſently after be: quietly departediin the Lord, 
Anno C ith 1569. and of his age 44. Having taught the 
Churches both by voice and writing, in many þ wo chan- 
ges, above twenty thecf peary attaining that which he had 
Hoften defired; viz. That he might not dye a lingring death.

; 2s Brentins was borne at Wile in the Imperialt Swevia, 
Anne (C hrifti, 1499. His Father was Major of that Ciry 
twenty four years, 'who carefully brought up his Sorin lears| 
ning : and at elev.n years old ſent him to Heidleberg to] 
School, and at thirteen years old he was admitted into the 
Univerlitic : and at 15 years old he Commenced Bachelor. 
There alſo he ftudied Greek and Hebrew, and was ſo ftudi- 
ous , that he uſually roſe at midnight to his book, whereby 
he 
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hecontracted ſuch a habit, that he conld never after whilſt 
he lived (leep longer then till midnight; the reſt of thenight 
he ſpent in holy meditations, and: in his old age he-hada 


and meditation. Partly by his diligence , and partly by his 
acute wit, and ſtrong memory he profited ſo much both in 
the Arts and Tongues, that at eighteen years old he was 
made Maſter of Arts. | 

About this .time Lnthers books coming abroad, Brent i- 
ys by reading of them,came to the knowledge of the Truth, 


|which he willingly imbraced : And being detirous to pro- 


pagate it to others, he began to read upon Matthew, firſt to 
ſom friends of his own colledges,but his auditors increaſing 
out of other Colledgcs, he was fain to read in the publick 
Schools ; for which the Divines hated him, becauſe he grew 
ſo popular,ſaying, That neither was the place fit for Divinity 
Leftures, nor A fit for ſuch-a work, being not yet in orders ; 
wherefore to take away that objection, he entred into or- 
ders, and preached often for other men to the great delight 
of his hearere. 

From thence he was called to be a Paſtor at Hale in £weve- 
land; where his gravity, geſture, phraſe, voice, and doctrine 
-did ſo pleaſe the Senar, that though he was but twenty three 
years old, yet they choſe him to that place; and he carried 
himſelf wich- ſuch gravity, holineſs of life, integrity of 
manners, and diligence in his calling, that none could con--! 


| temn his youth : And the Lord fo bleſſed his Jabours there, 
| that many were converted to the Truth, yea, amongſt the 
"| very Popiſh Prieſts, ſome of them were converted, others 


left their places for ſhame,and went elſewherc, He uſed much 
modeſty, and wiſedome in his Sermons , and when( in the 
beginning of his preaching rhere) the Popiſh_Pricfts railed | 
exceedingly upon him,and his doctrine, and the people ex+ 
ſpected that he would anſwer them accordingly ; he contra - 
riwiſe, went on in teaching ttc ſundamenta!] poin:s of Re- 
ligion, .andas he had occaſion , contfuted their errors with- 
out bicterncfs from clear Scripture arguments, whereby in 
time he ſo wroughtupon them, that he brought them, to a 


candle by his bed-ſide, and deceived the time by writing, | 


fight of their-crrors, and to a deteſtation of their Idolatry. 
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About this time Adurcer, and his companions roſe up, and 
ſtirred almoſt all the Boors in Germany totake Arms againſt 
the Magiſtrates and rich men, abuiing Scripture to juftifie 
their proceedings 3 Whereupon Brent ins was, in great dan» 
ger, tor many crycd out that his oppoſing Popery, and caſt- 
ing out the old Ceremonies was the cauſe of theſe Iumults; 
Yet when as the boors in Hale were riſen up, and threatned| 
ro beſiege the City of Hale, and the Magiltrates ahd Citizens 
were in ſuch fearthat they were ready tofly, orto joyne 
with the Boors;- Brentius encouraged them, and told them 
that if they would take Arms, and defend their City, God 
would aſlift them,&c. and ſo it came to paſle;for ftx hundred 
Citizens beat away four thouſand of thoſe Boors. He alſo 
publiſhed a booke in confutation of their wicked opini- 
2ns, and thewed how difſonant they were to the Word of 
God. 
Preſently after roſe yp that unhappy contention between 
L#ther and Zx#inglins about Chrilts preſence in the Sacra- 
ment,which continued divers years, to the great diſturbance 
of the Church, ſcandal of the Reformed Religion, and hin- 
derance of the ſucceſs of the Goſpel : And when a confe.. 
\ rence was appointed forthe compoſing of that difference, 
Luther, Brentius and ſome others met with Zxinglias, and 
ſome of his friends, but after much debate they departed 
without an agreement. 
Anno 1530. was the Diet held at Auſparg, unto which the 
Proteſtant Princes brought their Divines with them, and a* 


Brandenbarg told the Emperor, That he would rather ſhed his 
bleod, and loſe his life,or lay downe his neck to the headſman,then 
alter his Religion. Here the Divines drew up that famous 
Confecftion of Faith, which from the place is called the Au 
guſtare Confeſſion, Brentis at his return home married a 
wite, Margaret Gretenna, famous for her chaſtity, modeſty, 
and piety, by whom he had fix children, 

Ulricns Prince of Wirtemberg,intending to reform Religi- 
on in his Dominions;thought it the beſt way firſt to Reform 
the Univerfitic of T#bing, and conlidering where he might

his ſtudy, looked over his papers, and letters, and finding 
ſome Igtters to his friends, wherein he juſtified the Proteftant 
Princes in taking Armes againſt the Emperor , he preſently 
carried them to the Emperor, whereby Brentius was in great 
danger, and was fain to hide himſelf ina very high Tower,

fields all that night. But when the Emperor was removed 
with his Army, he returned to Hale again. 

Amno Chriſti 1548, when Ceſar had publiſhed his booke 
called the Iyterim, the Proteſtant Princes and Magiſtrates re- 
quired the judgements of their Divines uponit: And the 
Magiſtrates of Hale deſired Frentins to tell them his judge- 
ment; who when he had conſidered it, told them, That it was 
a wicked book, and altogether contrary to the Scriptures, and 
that he would loſe his life before he would aſſent to it. This 
coming to Ceſar's cares, hee ſent a Commiſſarie to Hale, 
charging him to bring Brentizs to him,cither alive, or dead: 
when the Commiſſarie came thither, he infinuated himſelt 
into Brentins's acquaintance , invited him to his table, per- 
ſwaded him to walke abroad with him, having prepared 
horſes to carry him away : But that ſucceeding not, he call- 
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ed the Senate together, and having {worn them to keep pri- 
vate what he ſhould tell them, he imparted his Commithon, 
{ celling them how acceptable it would oe tothe Emperor, if 
they would ſend Brentms to him, bur it they refuſed, the? 
Emperor would deſtroy their City, &c. It pleaſed God that] 
whilſt he was thus perſwading the Magiſtrates, there came in 
one of the Magiſtrates later then his fellowe, and the Com- 
A miracle of | Mifſaric not minding it, did not tender the Oath to him. So 
mercy. when they were diſmitled, this man wrote to Brentins,Fauge, 
fuge, Brenti, cito, citins, citifſſime ; which note was brought to 
him as he face at ſupper, Having read it, he told his famiiy}| 
that he muſt goe forth upon bulinetſe , but he would returne 
His fight. ere long.

To 
a ſick triend in the ſuburbs who had ſent for him : Wel (aid 
the Commiſſary ) to morrow you muſt dine with me, Hee 
replyed , God willing ; and fo they parted. Being thus eſca- |- 
ped, he hid himfelf in a thick Wood, and for ſome -uveckes 
together he lay in the Wood all day, and every night came 
into a Village to a friends houſe where he ludged. He wrote 
A good Paſtor. * alſo to the Magiſtrates of Hale, that if they could, and would 
| prone him, he was ready to come back, and not to forſake

diſcouraged by the admonition of the Princes, and Biſhops, 
nor by the threats of the Garriſons that were about him. He 
cauſed Brentinsto write a Confeſsion of Faith, and of the 
DoRrine of Chriſtian Religion , and about the chief points 
in Controverſic, which he intended to ſend to the council of 
Trentand accordingly he did ſend it by 2 Ambaſſadors, and

refute ſuch decrees as ſhould-be made againſt it:But noanſwer 
could be extorted from thoſe Fathers, neither could theſe Di- 
vines be heard,nor were once called into the Council;where- 
upon after a while they returned home, -nor without great 
| [danger. About that time Brentizs married again,* one Kath. 
Iſexman,a choice woman, who wasa great comfort to him 
W the reſt of his life:;; by whom alfo he had twelve chil- 
dren. The year atter the Paſtor of 'Sturgard dying, Bremtins 
was choſen into his room. Im which place he continued all 
his life, and carried himſelf with much ſedulity, piety and 
prudence.in the ſame, alwaies maintaining love and con- 
cord with his Colleagues.

He was very bountiful in relieving the poor, and wiſe in 
compoling litigious ſtrifes- Beſ1des his publick employments 
he read much, and wrote much; ſcarce any, yeare in all the 
time of his Biſhoprick paſſed , wherein he publiſhed not 
ſome famous work or other :. Dis vixit, licet noy'diu fuit, He 
lived long in that ſhort ſcantling of his life. Art Meales, a 
[Chapter being ficſt read, he recreated himſelf with Scholaſti- 
cal combats between young Scholars whom he maintained at 
his table; the conquerors were bountifully rewarded. After 
Meals, his doors and cares were open to all ſuits and cauſes; 
and then he retired to his ſtudy. 

At nine aclock at night he called all his ſervants to an ac- 
count how they had ſpent that day , and after prayer, admo- 
niſhed them accordingly * Then he returned to his Rady , 
where.often he ſate till after midnight. When he was layd 
in bed, one that waited upon him, read ſome part of an Au- 
thor to him : which done, commending himſclt to the pro- 
tefion of his Saviour, he took his reſt. :

ſorze of your grave Citizens, together with your Miniſter brought 
unto me, by whom 1 may be informed of the truth of theſe things. 
But when Zegedine came, he picked a quarrell with him, and 
caſt him into priſon : Whereupon his people, by rich pre- 
ſents, endeavoured to procure his releaſe z and when they 
had almoſt obtained their.requeſt, one whiſpered the Beg in 
his ear, and told him, that hee might have a thouſand Flo- 
rens for his ranſome : Upon this ſuggeſtion the covetous 
Turk fill detained him, and told them that he would not 
releaſe him till they had paid him a thouſand Florens : And 
when the money came in flower then he expe&ed, the bar- 


barous Tyrant chid Zegedins Keeper for uling hinrtoo gent- 
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ly, which (as he ſaid) was the cauſe that his ranſom was nog 
yet paid : Whereupon his Keeper bound and whipt him 
with thongs til he was bloody all over,and almoſt KilFd hint; 
Afterwards the Beg promiſed that if they would procure the 
relcaſe of the Daughter of the Major of 'Tolze, who was 
priſoher with the Hungarians, and bring her unto him , hee 
would releaſe Zegedine. Her, therefore, Zegedines people of 
Calmantſenm redeemed for three hundred þ lorens, and pre- 
ſented her to the Beg, yet the Infidell falfifted his promiſe, and 
kept him ft1j] pritoner. Then the Prince of Tranſiivania 
ſent Ambaſſadors, and a rich preſent to the Beg, requeſting 
the releaſe of Zegedine, yet nothing could: prevail. 

Many paſlengers that went that way, hearing of his 
miſerable captivity, came to vifit him, and gave him mo-| 
ney, bur his crue] Keeper extorted mioft of it from him, ha- 
ving acommand from the Beg that he ſhould bee kept with 
ſhort commons : Bur he found thar of Saint Pax! perform- 
ed ro him, That all things ſhall work together for good to thew 
that love God: For being bound with heavy and great chaine, 
the barbarous Twrk, at the importunitie of ſome of the Citi- 
zens, was the eaſter prevailed with, to give him leave to goe 
co ſome of their houſes, faichfully promiling to returne him | 
to priſon before night; and ſo having theſe opportunities he/| 

reached to, the Chrifians , who earneſtly flocked to heare | 
bi. And it pleaſed God at'laſt to eneline the hearts of ſome | 
of the Courtiers to favour Zegedine,who were grieved to ſee 
him waſte away with the filth and ftink of the priſon, and} 
thereupon adviſed the beſt way they could for his releafe. 

Daring his impriſonment, the Bep uſed all means bork by: 
threats and promiſes, to draw him to abjure the Chriſtian} 
Religion, and to turn Turk ; but hee alwaies anſwered him | 
ſtoutly, That ſach arguments might prevailwith children, bat | 
could not with him. | | 

Having leave at laſt, through bribes, to lie amongſt the 0- 
ther captives ina more open and cleanly place , he wonder» 
fully refreſhed, and comforted them by his godly exhorta- 
tions, and conſolations drawn from the Cer ntnng whereby 
they were much confirmed in the Chriftian Faith: And

God (oftirred up the hearts of ſome to bring relief ro Zege- 
dine, that all the reſt of che priſoners were provided for plen- | 
titully thereby. | 
Remaining thus in priſon he was not idle, but wrote there 
his Common-places and ſome other Works; and-his Citizens 
having tried altmeans, and uſed the interceſſion of all their 
friends for his releale, began now almoſt to deſpair of ob- | 
taining it. And to adde to his aftli&ion,it pleaſed God in the 
time of his impriſonment (. which was above a year ) three 
of his children died, which 'add<d much to his affli tion, But 
when all hopes failed, let usſce by what means ( through 
Gods mercy) he obtained his liberty. It pleaſed God that a 
noble Baron and his Lady paſling by that way, ſaw this wor- 
thy man of God in ſo miſerablea plight that the Lady much 
pittyed him; and afterwards being in Child- bed, and ready | 
to dye, ſhe requeſted her Lord ({ who loved her dearly) for 
her fake-to improve all his intereſt in the Beg to procure Ze- | 
gedines liberty ; which he with an oathrpromiled to perform, 
and accordingly engaged himſelt to the Turk that he ſhould 
pay 1200 Florens for his ranſom; upon which he was relea- 
ſed, and went about to divers Cities to gather his ranſom , 


ſhort time he carried $00 Florens to this Baron, and ſo re- 
curned to his people at Calmantſem. | 
The year after bzing 1564, as he was going by coach to 
Baaa, when the horſes came near the River D4mbins, being 
very hot, and dry, they ran violently into the river : but be- 
huld the admirable previdence of God : when they had 
{wam ſome twenty paces in the river, they turned back again 
of their own accord, and drew the coach and him fafely to | 
the ſhore. The ſame year by Impotition of hands, he ordain- 
ed three excellent men Miniſters. About that time there 
came a bragging Friar, and challenged him to adiſputation; 
which he willingly atcepting of , the great Church was 
appointed for the place, and many of both tides reſorted thi- 


carrying a great ſack of bookgafter him, Bur inthe diipu- 
tation, Zegedine did ſobaffle him, that all the Friers friends 
(hrunk away with ſhame, and the Frier, with his great ſack, 
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| Gods judgment |* 
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was left all alone, ſo that himſelt was faine to take iton his 
ownſhoulders, and go his way. _ | | 
About that time the Yayvod,who had before betraycd him, 
coming to the place where Zegedine was, defired to ſpeake. 
with him, and requeſted him to forgive him , danone's that 
he could reſt neither night nor day ,. he was ſo haunted with 
apparitions, and the Furies of his- own conſcience ; which 
Zegedine calily afſented unto. 

An. Ehriſti 15 66, Zegedine being very hot,invited a friend 
to go with him to the River of Da»xbizs to bathe themſelves; 
bueas they were ſwimming , his friend looking about him , 
ſaw not Zegedine,and wondering what was be come of him ſo 
ſuddenly, at laſt ſpied his hoary hairs appearing above wa- 
ter; and ſwimming {wiftly to him, Zegedine was ſunk,where- 
upon he diving'to the bottom of the river, caught hold of 
him, and drew him forth, carrying him to a Mill that was 
not far off, where he laid him to bed: About midnight 
Zegedine, coming to himſelfe, enquired how he came there, 
and who drew him out of the River; his friend told him the 
whole ſtory, and kept him carcfully till he recovered. 

Amo Chriſti 1572 he fell into a lingring diſeaſe, in which 
he loathed meat, ſlept little, was much troubled with| 
rheume, complained of Head-ach, and could find no eaſe, ci- 
ther fitting, ſtanding, or lying; yet he drank much milk; 
and thought thatiif he could procure ſome ſleep, hee might 
eaſily recover his former health;whereupon he ſent for a Chi- 
rurgion, who gave him a bitter potion, which caufed him to 
fall aſleep ; but after a little while he quietly breathed forth 
his laſt, being 67 years old, AnxzoChr:fti 1572. 

He was a zealous affertor of the Truth againſt Arianiſm, 
Mahometiſm, and Papiſm, with all which Herefies Hy»gary at 
that time was much infe&ed. |

of, aſſured themſelves of the Vitory, and therefore haſted a- 
way-in the night; yet when by their Scouts they wcre in- 
formed of the number and order of the Proteſtants, who were 
ready to receive them, their hearts failed , and intercefſors 
were ſent to make an agreement, and a truce was taken for 
eight daice, till an agreement might befiniſhed, 
' But all this was done but in policy by the Queen, that ſhe 
might gaine time to draw off her Ordnance, and to make a 
handſome retreat over the water of Forth. The Proteſtants 
finding themſelves thus deluded , tooke counfell now they 
were together, to free St. Joh»ſtons from the: French Garri- 
ſon, that their exiled brethren might return home, and ac- 
cordingly they ſent a Trumpet to ſummon the Towne ; but 
the Captaines anſwered, that they would keep and defend it 
according to their promiſe made to the Queen ; yet as ſoon!

built them a Library, and beſtowed many cxcellent bookes , 
and ancient Manuſcripts upon it, beſides 300 ounces of filver 
and gilt-plate ; and the perpetual Patronage-of St. Adary- Ab- 
church, London, Hee carctully colle&ed, and cauſed to be 
rinted divers ancient Hiſtories of E-gland, which probably 
had otherwiſe been loſt, He died in peace Ano Chriſti 15724, 
and of his Age 72.

Sometimes he'was force@ to lodge in the ſnow all night in' 
that journey, at which times hee made his man to trot his 
horſes up and down,whilft he beſtirred himſelf that he might 
not periſh with the cold. Once as he returned home, a hu(-

where he*was received by the Profeſſors with great joy, and 
who would have choſen him into their number; bnt hee re- 
fuſed, and ſo went to Zxrick,, Anne 1560 , (being invi- 
ecd thither by Martyr, Bullinger, Simler , Lavater , Gnal- 
ter, Geſney, and Friſius, who much deſired his company, and 
wrote for him. With theſe worthy menhe livedpleaſantly 
and comfortably , addi&ing himſelfe to the profit of the 
Church, and. being a diligent attender upon Peter Martyrs 


Leures, whereby hee much cencreaſed his knowledge in 
Divinity. 


Amno Chriſti 1561 there came Letters to Zarickh from The-| 
| mas Eraſtus,lignifying that there wanted a Divinity Profeſſor 

at Heidleberg , and that they deſired ſupply from thence: 
whereupon the afurenamed Divines knowing r/izes fitneſſe, 
preſently ſent him with their Letters of ample commenda- 
tion both to the Ele&or Palatine, and to the Univerſity : 
Where he was made governour of the Colledge of Sapience 
and by his diligence, faithfulnefle, and ability, gor ſuch cre- 
dit, that at twenty eight years of age they graced him with 
the title of a Doctor in Divinity , and to hee ſupplyed:the 
place of publick Profeſſor to the year 1568, at which time 
Zanchy (ſucceeded him. . 

He had for his Colleagues Peter Boquiz, and Immanuel 
Tremelins ; the latter Profeſſor of the Old Teftament, and 
the former of the New. Five years Hrþ» continued reading 
upon his Common places , and certain:y if hehad finiſhed it, 


it had been exceeding uſefull to the Church. And befides 
his ordinary Le&ures both in the Univerſity and Colledge, 
the godly Prince Ortho Frederick, ſeeing ſeverall Miniſters u- 
ling ſeverall Catechiſms to the prejudice of the Church, he 
cinployed Ur/iz in the writing a Catechiſm for the Palati« 


nate, 


i 
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Amnno 1563, there brake forth a groovons Peſtilence that 
ſcattered both the Court and Univerhity ; yet Xyſr remained 
at home; and wrote his traftates of Mortality, and Chriſtian 
Conſolations for the benefit of Gods people. 

The ſame year preſently after Urfins Catechiſm was print- 
© [cd , Flacins 1iricws, Heſhnſins, and ſome others, beganne to 
| quarrel at ſome paſſages init about the Aſcenſion of Chriſt, 
his Preſence in the Sacrament, &c. As alſo to traduce the| 
Reformation carried on in the Palatinate; but at the com- 
mand of the Palatine, Urſiz did excellently juſtifie his Cate- 
chiſm, and defend the Truth to the great fatisfaQion of all 
that read it, : 

Anno Chriſti 1564 hee was ſent by the Ele&or to Malbruy 
to diſpute with Brentins and Smidlin about the Ubiquiry of 
Chriſts body , which he confuted with ſuch clear and ſtrong 
arguments, as that many both Papiſts and Lutherans were | 
converted thereby. 
He was ſo dear to the Elettor Palatine; that when the Ber- 
ates, Anno 1578, ſent Aretins to Heidleberg, to crave leave 
{that Zr/ize mighr goe to Lavſarna to be the Divinity Profeſ- 
ſor there, he «us 7 by no means part with him, but for his 
eaſe and encouragement to ſtay, gave him leave to chooſe an 
affiſtant, that ſo his body might not bee worne out with his 
daily and exceſſive labours. 
Anno Chriſti 1572 he married aWite,by whom he had one 
ſonne, that was afterwards a Miniſter , and-inherited his Fa- 
thers virtues. 
Ann Chriſti 1574, at the command of the Ele&or Frede- 
| rick he made. a Confeflion of Faith about God , the Perſon 
f Chriſt, and the Supper of the Lord, which was to ſtop 
the mouths of ſome malitious wicked men, who had ſcar- 
tered abroad, that in Heidleberg they had ſowed the ſeeds of 
Arianiſm from which error both the EleQor,and the Church 
under him were moſt free. 
Y In theſe employments was #rfin buſted, and both Religion 
and Learning proſpered exccediugly under him, ſo that he] 
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T he Palatines

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ſent forth many excellent men, who proved admirable in- | 
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{truments of Gods glory, and the Chuches good ; and this 
continued till the year 1577,at which time it pleaſed God to 
take away that excellent Prince Frederick,whereupon enſucd 
that unhappy change,when none were ſutfered to ftay in the 
Palatinate except they held the opinions of Lnther in all 
things. So that Mrf» with his Colleague Kimedontins were 
forced to leave the Univertity. But hee could not live a pri-| 
vate life long, for hee was ſent for by Prince John Caſſi- 
mire, (onne to Frederick, who knew how uſefull and profi- 
table he would be both to himſelf , and the Churches under 
him. About the ſame time alſo the Senate of Berne ſent im-

 por.uinately for him to ſucceed Aetins, or Baſil Barquard in 
their Univerſity, Hee was alſo earneſtly ſolicited by Mmnſcn- 
[us, Gualter, Lavater , and Hortinus to accept of this call; 
| bur Prince Caſſimire would by no meanes part with him, ha- 
ving creed a Univerlity at New/tad, and choſen #rſin and 
Zaxchy to be the Divinity Profeſſors thercof. Whilſt hee waz 
thus employed, by his exceflive ſtudies , and neglett of exer 
ciſe , he fell inte a fickneſſe which held him above a year to- 

ether. After which he returned to his labeurs again,and be- 
Fes his Divinity Le&ures, rcad Logick in the Schools: de 
firing his Auditors to give him what doubts and objefions 
they met with, which upon ſtudy at his next Le&ure hee re- 
tarned anſwers to : But his continual watchings, carc,medi- 
tations, and writings, caſt him into a Conſumption , and o- 


{ ther diſeaſes, yet would he not be perſwaded to intermit his 


imployments; till at laſt he was confined to his bed ; Yet 
therein alſo he was never idle, but alwayes difating ſome- 
'thing , that might conduce to the publick good of the 


1Church, 


The hour of death being come, his friends ſtanding by, he 
uictly ſlept in the Lord, Amno Chriſt: 1583, and of his Age 
fry one. 

He was very pious, and grave in his carriage, and one that 
ſought not after great things in this world, refuſing many 
gifts from Princes, and himſelf was liberall according to hiz 
ability. He was alwaics like himſelf, very ſparing of time;| 
as appeared by theſe verſes ſet ov er his tady door,

The Life of Abraham Bucholtzer , who died 
Ano Chriſti 1584. 


Braham Bnucheltzer was born at Schovavinm, of a very 
ancient and honourable Family , Ano Chriſti 1529, and 
from his infancy was brought up by his Parents in Religion 
and Learging. When he was firſt ſet forth to School , he pro- 
ficed to admiration, outftripping all his Schoolfellowes by 
his acute wit and induftry. And being well principled at 
School, he wentto the Univerſities, firſt of Franck furt , then 
of Wittenberg : Accounting it his great happinefle, that. he 
was born after the light of the Goſpel brake forth, and 
bred up under Me/antthon, upon whole LeQtures he attend- 
ed diligently, and ſucked in trom him not onely the princi- 

ples of Learning, but of Religion alſo, 

He was exceeding induſtrious in ſeeking Learning, attent 

in hearing Leftures, diligent and ſwifc in writing what was 

{poken by AMelanithon. 

Abont that time there ſprang up many errors, and much 

contention was raiſed in the Church of God about things 

indifferent, the neceflity of Good Works, Efſentiall Righte- 

ouſneſs, &c. But by the help of Melantthin he was able buth 

to diſcover and confute them. There alſo he ſtudied Greek 

and Hebrew. | 

When hee was fix and twenty years of age ( being now

| hee went from thence into Sz/e/ia to viſit his friends, and 
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to ſes the chiefeſt Cities, and whilft hee was there, the

choſe - Bucholtzer to bze th: Maſter thereof, and ſent to 
him by Lvke Cynon, who was their Paſtor, defiring him to 
undertake that office. 

Heceupon hee asked Melantthons advice, who much en- 
couraged him to accept of the place , ſaying, Quantum ſo- 
latium eſt pio pedagogo, aſſidentibus caſtis angels , ſedere in 
cetu incontaminato juniorum qui Deo placent, © docere texera 
ingenia ut rette agnoſcant , F invocent Deuns , ut deinde or+ 
gana fiant mtilia Eccleſie, & ſuts animabus ? Upon his:ad-' 
vice therefore hee went thicher Anno Chriſti 1556, and by 
his excellent abilities and diligence quickly made that 
place ( which before was obſcure) to become famous : 
Scholars reſorting to him from a'l parts, whom hee bred. 
up both in Religion, and Learning, and fitted them ſo 
excellently for the Univerſitie, that Melanithon never que- 
{tioned any that came from his School, ſaying, Hoc ſe per- 
ſuaſum ſibi habere , rudes & impolitos eſſe non poſſe , qui & 


formati: That he was verily perſwaded that they could not: 


the tuition of Abraham Brucholtzer , who himſelf was a man 
of ſo polite a judgement. 
Amno Chriſti 15 5 7, heemarried a Wife, who proved 
a great comfort to him, and by whom hee had many chil- 
dren, whom hee tendered exceedingly, and' educated them 
in the feare of G o Þ from their very infancy : Hee grew 
{o famous all over $S:/efia, that many defired to have him 
for their Paſtor : And at laſt Sprottavia enjoyed him , 
where hee continued, duing much good, to Amno I5733 
At which time Katharine, the Reli& of Herrie Duke of 
Brunſwick , ſent. for him to her Court, to whom hee went, 
pare'y by.rcafon of his great engagements to that Family , 
ut eſpecially becauſe hee enjoyed not his health in Sprot- 
tavia.

ſpace of thirty years, partly as Paſtor, and partly as Super- 
intendent, and commenced Dottor in Divinity at Reſtech , 
ſerving the Church with great faithfulneſs and commenda- 
[tions both by preaching and reading Lectures. Many Princes 
and Commonwealths'made nfe of his advice and aſliſtance 


Truth againſt the adverſaries of it; as his cxcellent Examen 
of the Tridentive Council fhews. At lait being worn out with 
ftady, writing, preaching, Oc, he reſigned uphis ſpirit unto 
God Annes Chriſt 1586, and ofthis age 63.

Odolphns Gualter was born in Zarick, An.Chriſti:1519, 
R When he firſtapplyed his mind to the Rtudy of humane 
Arts and Tongues, hee had ſuch an happy wit, that he was 
inferiour to none of his fellows in Poetry and Oratory;' and 
being afterwards admitted into the Univerſity; he became[ 
famous, firſt for his knowledge in the Arts , and afterwards 
of Divinity. He was choſen Paſtor in that City where firſt 
he drew his vitall breath 3; neither were they which choſe 
bim deceived in their expeCation ; for he proved an admi- 


| rable inſtrument of Gods glory, and their good, diſcharging 
| his place with ſingular induſtry, diligence, and fidelity, not 


onely by his frequent publick preaching, but by his learned

The Life of Gaſpar Olevian, who died 
-* ano Chriſti 1 $87. "A 


Aſpar Olevian was born in Trevir Ano Chriſti,1536. 

His Fathers name was Gerhard, a Baker in that City,and 
Maſter of his Company;but this Gaſper was carefully brought 
up in learning by his Grandfather, who ſet him to ſeverall 
Schooles in that City, and at thirteen years old hee was ſent 
to Paris to ſtudy the Civill Law ; from thence alſo hee went 
to the Univerſities of Orleaxce and Biturs, where hee heard 


the moſt famous Lawyers of thoſe times. He joyned himſelf

alſo to the Congregation of Proteſtants which met privately 
rogether in both thoſe Cities, In Bir#rghe wasadmirted in- 
to the Order of Lawyers, after the ſolemn manner of the U- 
niverlity , being made DoCtor Anno Chriſti 1557. About 
which time there ttudyed in that Univerſitie under Nicholas 
Tndex, the young Prince Palatine, ſonne to Frederick.the 
third, af;erwards Ele&or : And Olevian being very intimate 
with Judex, went one day after dinner to the River Lzeg 
hard by the City, together with him, and the young Prince; 
and when they came thither, they found ſome young Noble 
Germans that were {tudentsthere, going into a boat, who 
defired the Prince and his Tutor to goe over the River with 
them : But Olevianperceiving that they had drunk too free- 
ly,diſwaded them from venturing themſelves amongſt them; 
which counſell the Prince and . his Tutor negleQing, went 
into the boatzaud putting from the bank, the drunken youn 
men beganne ſo to thruſt and juftle one another, that at laf 
they overthrew the boat, where they were all drowned: (But 
Judex being skiltull in ſwimming caught the young Prince, 
hoping to ſave him,but being unable to draw him with him, 
they both ſunk. | | 

Olevian ſtanding on the bank, and ſecing this ſad ſpea- 
cle, leapt into the water to try ithe could help thew ; bee at 
firſt he ſtuck in the mad and water up tothe chin, where he 


God, and vowed, that if God-would deliver him, he would 
preach the Goſpel to his own Citizens, it he ſhould be cal- 
led thereunto. At which time it pleaſed God, that a foot- 
man of one ofthe Noublemens, coming to the River fide, and 
ſceing 'Olevian, caught him by the head aroqage « that it 
had been his .own Maſter ) and drew him out : whereupon 
Olevian being delivered by fuch a ſpeciall providence, toge- 
ther with the Law ſtudicd Divinity, eſpecially reading over 
the Sacred Scriptures with Calvins Commentaries upon 
them. Aftera while returning to Trevir, he was reteined to

But before 
this as he was going to Geneva, taking ſhip at Lawſana, Mr, 
Farrelhapned to be with him in the ps who in diſcourſe 
asked him, Whether ever he had preached in his owne Country ? 
Oleviantold him that he had not; then did Maſter Farrell 
perſwade him to doe it ſo ſoon as he could ; and he ac- 
cordingly promiſed that he would, Whilſt he was buſying 
himſelf in his ſtudics at Geneva, the Church of Metis wan- 
ting a Miniſter, applyed themſelves to the Presbytery of Ge- 
nevator a ſupply. The Presbytery nominated two, Olevian, 
and Peter Colonins: But Olevian excuſed himſclt, partly be- 
cauſe he had engaged himſelf by vow to the ſervice of the 
Church in his owne Country , and partly becaulſc he had 
faithfully promiſed Farrel to doethe ſame, Maſter Calvin 
was ſatisfied with this anſwer, exhorting him to performe 
what he had thus reſolved on, Therefore Anno Chriſti 1559. 
he returned to Trevir, where he was exceeding Kindly enter- 
tained by the Scnators, his kinſmen, friends, and by his bro- 
| ther Frederick, a DoRor of Phylick : and the Confſull and Se- 
nators preſently requeſted him to undertake the worke of

teaching a School in that City,and for his enconragment al- | 


lowed him a ſtipend. Accordingly he applycd himfelfe to 
explicating the precepts of Melantthons Logick, illuſtra- 
ted by many Theol ogicall examples, whereby he gott oppor- 
tunity of opening the ſound doQtrine of the Goſpel to his 
hearers: which as ſoon as the Canons heard of, they firſt 
ſuſpended him from the office of teaching, and afterwards 
fhut up the School againſt him. Then the Senate appointed 
him to preach inan Hoſpital], where after hehad preached a 
while, his adverſaries ſuborned a Pricft to ſtep up into the 
prfipic before him; but as ſoon as the people taw the Prieſt, 
they called to him to come down, for that they would not 
hear him. Olevian deſired them ro hear him, promiſing that 
{o ſoon as he had done his Sermon he wou'd preach himſfelt: 
yet they would not endure it;but made a great ſtir,ſo that the 

oor Prieſt thought that he ſhould have been pulled in pieces 

y them ; But Olevian comforted him, and entreating the

people to be quiet, took the Prieſt by the hand, and led him 
torth ſafely ; and going into the pulpit himlſelte , he asked 
che Auditory,whether tor fear of further danger they would 
have him to intermitthat Sermon, or whether he ſhould-go 
forward according to his former courſe ? the people liftin 
ap their hands, cryed to him, Tea, yoa,Wee deſire thee for God, 
ſake to preach wnto us, 

For this cauſe the Arch-Biſhop ofTrevir impriſoned the two 
Conſuls,and eight more of the Senators for ten weeks ſpace, 
who deſired Olevian to come to them to inſtruct and com- 
fort them, which accordingly he did. "Then were they com- 
manded to appear in judgement , -where their charge conſi- 
{ted of many heads; whereupon they requeſted fourtcen days 
time to put in their anſwer, but that was denyed, and ds 
two daies aſſigned. In which time they ſent privily to Fre- 
derick_ElefQtor Palatine, to Wolphgang Duke of Bipent, and 
to the Senate of Sryasborongh, acquainting them with their 
caſe, and entreating their ſeaſonable affiſtance. They there- 
fore immediately ſent poſt to forbid the further proceedings 
at Law; and at laſt obtained that they were all ſet at liberty. 
And the Ambaſſadors for the Palatize invited Olevian to goe 
along with them, and accordingly took him to” Heridlebeyg', 
Amo Chriſt: 1560. As ſoon as hee came thither the Elefor 
madehim Maſter ofthe Colledg of Sxpzence, which he under. 
* | went for about a year and a half. ' About this time he married 
a Wife, and commenced Door in Divinity, and was made

Profeſſor of Divinity in that Univerſity. Alfo at the impors- | 
unity of the Counſellors of State he was choſen to the work 


of the Miniftry firſt in Peteys Church, and afterwards in the 
Church ofthe Holy Ghoſtzwhich places he carefully and holi- 
ly diſcharged, til the death of the Elector F adi the third, 
which was Ano Chrifti 1576. A few daics after whoſe death 
hee was called to Bey levary by Ledowick, Count Witgenſtein, 
where he preached, and inſtructed ſome Noble mens ſonns in 
the principles of Divinity, and in the Arts and Tongues. 
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Amo Chrifti 1584 he was called by John of Naſſau to Her- 
born, where he preached and taught a School three yeares ,

The next Gay. jove Piſcator coming to vilit him, hee told

were filled with ineffable joy: To whom Piſcator ſaid, That 
good Shepherd Teſus Chriſt led thee into freſh paſtures. Yea, ſaid 
Olevian, To the ſprings of living waters. Afterwards having, 
repeated ſome ſentences full of comfort out of Pſalm 4 2. Iſa. 
9, and Matth. 11. and other places of Scripture; hee often re- 
peated, / would not have my jonrney to God: long deferred. 1 
defire to be diſſolved,and to be with my Chriſt, He commended to 
the Senate the care of the poor by his Deacon Iames Alſtede; | 
giving directions what he would have done with his wri- 
tings afterhis death, And then he gave his hand & farewel to 
his Colleagues, and friends; and when he was in the Agony 
of death, Alftedins asking him, whether he was ſure of his ſal- 
vation in Chrift, &'c. Heanſwered, Moſt ſure ; and. ſohe gave 
up the Ghoſt, Anne Chriſti 1587, and of his age 51.

honeft parcnts of a middle rank, who carcfully brought 
him up in Learning, which naturally he was much addi&ed 
unto; having anexcellent wit,and firm memorie,fo that ha- 
ving profited much at School, he went to the Univerſity of 
Wittenberg, where he continued about three yeares; which 
[time hee ſpent in the ftady of the Arts and Tongues , which 
night and day he imploicd himfelfe in. In that place he had 
excellent and faithfull Maſters, who were Profeſſors of all the 
| Arts. And for Divinity he attended the Le&ures of Lather, 

heard his Diſputatians and Sermons, as alſo Melantthors , 
who was both an excellent Divine and Philoſopher. He con- 
[trated friendſhip with Cruciger 3 heard the Sermons of F.Jo- 
x ; attended the Greek LeGtures of Dr Pit#s. He had for his 
[private inſtruor John Marcellys, a godly, and learned man. 
He frequented alſo the LeAures of Law and Phyſick. 

Amno Chriſti 15 41,by the advice ofhis Tutors and friends, 
he went to Nor#nberg, where hee was made Maſter of Saint | 
Laxrences School, and for three yeares excrciſed himſelfe | 
with much diligence in infirutting youth, in which time 
he heard the excellent Sermons of Andreas Ofrander, P itns, 
[heodorus, and Themas Venatorius,very learned,and cloquent 
Divines. But having ancarneſt dcfire to perfc& his own ſtu- 
dicy,he returned to Witrenberg again, Luther being yer living. 
There he commenced Maſter of Arts before hee was two and. 
twenty years old, and applycd himſelfe wholly to the ſtudy 
of Divinity : But the Wars waxing hot, the Emperour placed 
aGarciſon in the Caſtle andTown of Witenberg,and the ſta- 
dents were driven away trom thence. Atwhich time Wigand 
was called to Mazsfield Chis own country ) to beean afliſtant 
to their ancient Paſtor, Martin Seligman ; where alſo he was 
ordained Miniſter by Prayer, and impoſition of hands, by

John Spangenberg the Superintendent ; which was the firſt 
Orination in that place after the baniſhing of Popery , and} 
their embracing the truth of the Goſpel. That Fun&ion hee} 
diſcharged with much fidelity and induſtry; and knowing 
the Schooles to bee the ſeminaries both of the Church and 
State, he read Logick and Philoſophy to the youth, During! 
which timezat the requeſt of the ſuperintendent Spangenberg, 
he wrote a confutation of the Popith Catechiſm of Ments,' 
written by Michael Sidonixs, which anſwer was afterwards 
printed in Latine and Dutch. : 

He wrote alſo a Confutation of George Major, who held. 
that aman by Faith only is juſtified, but not ſaved, &c. He de. 


dome of God in the nature, ſhape, and various colvurs of 
hearbs and flowers. for which end he gat the greateſt variety] 
of thcm that poflibly he could into his Garden. H.e was one. 
of thoſethat hrenaly oppoſed the [nterins. 

Anno Chriſti 1553 hee was choſen by them of Madgeburg' 
ro be their Superintendent, but the Earl of Mansfield and the 
people, mongey oppoſed his remove from them; yer at laſt 
by the means of the Prince of A»h.lt, they conſented unto it. 
At Magdeburg he tooke exceſlive pains in reading, writing, 
meditating and preaching, whereby hee converted many 
Popiſh Prieſts in thoſe parts to the Truth. He al(o took great 
pains in writing the Magdeburgerſes Centuries, which he, to-/ 
gether with Mathew Fudex, Flacins Uiricns, Baſil Faber, 4n- 
drew Corvinus, and Themas Holthuterns finiſhed te the great 
benefit of the Church : Of which booke Staurmrns gave this 
Teſtimony, that it was neceflary, and profitable, and had 
theſe four virtues in it, viz, veritatens, diligent iam, ordinem, 
perſpicuitatem : Truth, Diligence, Ord.r, and Perſpi- 
cuity. 

p 2 Chriſti 1560, the EleQor of Saxonie having begunne 
a Univerſity at Jenes,ſent earneſtly to Wigand to come thither 
to be the Divinicy Profeſſor, which for weighty reaſons hee 
aſſented unto, and performed that office with much accep- 
tance of all that h:ard him ; yet by the ſubrtilcy and malice 
of one Stoſſelins he was ditmitlſed from that place, and fo re-

lighted exceedingly in a Garden, and in obſerving the wil-

meanecs part with him ; yet at laſt, after ſeverall Embaſsies, 

the Duke of Saxonme prevailed that he ſhoufd come for , one 

year to Jexes : His people parted with him very unwillingly, 
with many fighsand wares, and at the yeares end ſent for 
him back again, but could by no means obtaine his returne. 

He was not only made the Profeſſor of Divinity at Jenes, but; 
the Superintendent alſo. 

Anno Chriſti 1570 he went with his Prince to the Dict at 


'| Spire, and at his teturn to Fees was received with great joy: 


But after five years Duke John #7illiams dying, he was againe 
driven from thence, and went to the Duke of Branfſwick, 
who entertained him kindly : But preſently after hee was 
called into Borwſzia, to bee the Diyinity Profeſſor in the Uni- 
yerfity of Regiomontanum, and after two years was choſen to 


{be Biſhop there. | 


Anno Ehriſti15 $7, he fell ſick , eſpecially upon grief, con- 
ceived for the aftlifted condition of the Church in Poland , 
and the death of his dearc friend John Wedman, an excel- 
lent Divine. _ This difcaſe encreafing, and his ſtrength de- 
caying, he prepared himſclfe for death.

Not long after Queen Mary 
dyed, about which time Maſter Fox,preaching to comfort the 
Engliſh Exiles, did with confidence tell them, that now was 
the time come for their returne into Emgland; and that hee 
brought that news by command from God : For which 
words the graver Divines did ſharply reprove him for the 
preſent; but afterwards excuſed him by the event, when it ap- 
peared that Queen 4ayy died but the day before he (0 ſake 
to them. 

Mafter Fox, underſtanding happy news in Eng/and, that 
Queen Elizabeth reigned, Religion was altered, and ſo like 
to continue, in the end of that year he returned into England 
with his wife, and two children which were born there ; and 
inſtead-of feeking preferment by his great friends, and own 


The Pa- 
piſts forefeeing how much rhis worke would tend to their

From this time he was much ſpoken of fora good Hiſto- 
rian ; but ſhortly after his other excellent endowments be- 
gan to appear. He was very charitable, and had an excellent 
ability in comforting afflicted conſcicnces, ſo that there re- 
forted to him Noblemen, Strangers , Citizens, and others 
alſo, ſeeking ſalves to their wounded conſciences. He preach- 
ed often abroad, and went to viſit ſuch as could not come to 
him, and what ſpare time he had ,he beſtowed in prayer, and 
ſtudy ; and for his vehement prayers mingled with groanecs, 


he made uſe of the Res fhlence for the greater ſecrefic. | 


There was in him a deliberate, anghreſolved contempt of all 
carthly things, efpecially of pleaſures, and for this end hee 
declined the friendſhip of Illuftrious and Noble perſons : 
The money which rich men ſometimes offered him , hee ac- 
cepted, but returned it back tothe poor: Many things did 
he foretell by occaſion of comforting the affli &ed, or terrify-

Colledge of Sapience, and Profeſſor of Divinity. His coming 
was moſt grateful to the Univerfity,where he took exceeding 
great pains, and was eminent for picty, humility, gravity; | 
tihantnge”- patience, and induſtry ; fo that Anno Chraft 1588, 

e was choſen into the number of the Ecclefiafticall Senators 
for the government of the Charch. He had great skill in the

Ierem Zanchins was born- at Atzanum in Italy, Anxe| 
** 1516. His Father was a Lawyer, who brought him up at|' 
School; and when Zanchy was but twelve years old his Fa-| 
ther died of the Plague Anno Chriffi 1528 ; at which time 
'Zanchy wasat School, where be was inſtrufted in the Libe- 
rall Sciences : When he came to the age of fifteen years,be- | 
ing now deprived of both his parents, obſerving that divers 
of his kindred were ofthe order of Canons Regular, among 
| . whom 
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exceeding defirous of Learning, he entered into that Order, 
where hee lived about twenty years, and ſtudicd Arts and 
School-Divinity,together with the Tongues. He was very fa- 


was a diligent hearer of Peter Martyrs publick LeRQures at 
Luca npon the EpiPle to the Romans, and of his private Le- 
ures upon the Pſalmes, which he read to his Canons.

1t pleaſed God that by de» 
grees he attained to the knowledge of the Truth, and began 
to abſtain from the defilements of Popery ; 'whereupon hee 
went to Gereva, where he was further inſtructed in the truth, 
and was much holpen, and encouraged -by Calvinand Brea.

tisfaftion of all his hearers, nothing being found wanting 
which could be required in the beſt Divine,and moſt accom- 
pliſhed Profeſſor : For hee ſhewed much reading , a ſharp 
judgement, a pure andeafie ſtile, with ſound and ſolid learn- 
ing,ſo that his fame ſpreading abroad;abundance reſorted to 
his Le&ures, and reaped much profit thereby. 
The firſt that he began with in his Le&ures was to expound 
the three firſt Chapters of Luke : After which he went over| 
the Epiſtle to the Ga/athians,the firlt to Timetby,and the Can- | 
ticles.

In the meane time 
Rollock underwent the whole charge and care of che Univer- 
lity : For it was his office to look over the ſeverall Claſſes , 
to obſerve every ones ſedulity , and progrefle in his ſtudies: 
Ifany diſcordsaroſe, to compole them by his wiſdom, and 
to keepevery one inthe carefull diſcharge of his duty. 

Every morning calling theStudents together,he prayed fer- 
yently withhem, and,one day in the week, expounded ſome 


with humane eloquence, but grave, and weighty , ſuch as 
might moſt work upon the minds and hearts of young men : 
And this he did, not that he wanted eloquence, but becauſe 
he deſpiſed ſuch a kind of affected ſpeech in holy things. By 
theſe kind of Lectures he did more reſtraine, and retorme 
the young men,then by his Diſcipline; and indeed it brought 
great profit both to Mafter. and Scholars. . Yet after every 
LeAure, he took notice which of them had committed any 
faults that week, whom hee would ſo reprovez and lay the 
wrath of God before their eyes, and withall affect them with 
ſhame , that he much reformed them thereby. Yea ſuch as 


from others, were' fo wrought upon by his applying the 
threatnings of Gods wrath, and opening the [weet promiſes 
of mercy tothe, that uſually they brake ont into ſighs and

ciouſnefſe : Whereupon he thus concludes, [ pray Godto pre- 
ſerve the Author, and daily toencreaſe his gifts in him, efpecially 
in theſe times wherein the vintyard of the Lord hath ſo few la- 
bourers, Thus we ſee how famous Rollock was with all forts 
of perſons, for his learning, virtuc, and piety ; yea by his 
| curtefie and candor he drew the love ofall men. He was ſo 
humble,thatthough he excelled them,yet he preferred all o» 
thers before himſelf, and Jabourcd after privacy from publick 
buſinefſe, that he might the better apply himſelfe to his flu- 
dies, Yet, contrary to his mind, he was often called forth to 
pub:ick buſineſſes, which he alwaics diſpatched with admi-

The Life of James Heerbrand, who died 
; Ano Chriſti 1600, 


T Ames Heerbrand was born at Noricum, AnnoChryiſti 1521, 
Jof an ancient Family. His Father was one of Luther's 
Diſciples, and ſeeing the towardlineſſe and promptneſſe . of 
his ſon, was carcfull to bring him up in Religion and Lear- 
ning. At ſeven years old he ſet him to School; and yct had 
a watchfull eye over him, to carry on the work of piety, re- 
quiring him to repeat every Sermon that hee heard. At 
twelve years old his Father bought him a fair Bible, which he 
diligently read over;and uſed all his lite atter. His Father al- 
ſo perceiving that naturally he was much inclined to#ſick, 
he would.not ſuffer him to learn it, leſt it ſhould be an im- 

edimentto him in his other ſtudies, And ſo when he had 
Kin ſufficiently grounded in Grammarclearnogane was ſent 
to Ulm, where the Colloguies of Eraſmus were publickly read; 
but Pope Pawl,ſuſpeRing that that book might do much huxt 
amongſt youth, becauſe it diſcovered many errors and vices 
of the Mapinh forbade the uſe of ic ; yet this cauſediit inore 
tobe read, eſpecially by Heerbrand, who gat much good by 


ſeventeen years old his Father ſent him to Wittenberg, to 
hear Luther, and Melanihoy, in the-ycar1538, which yeare 
was famous for divers things: For then the Kingdome - of 


France met together to treat of peace : The Bible was print- 
ed in Engliſh at Paris : The Univerlity 'of Strasborongh was 
erected : The.

And thus 
having ſpent five yeares in his ſtudies, he returned home 
with an ample teſtimony from Melarnithen, and the Uni- 
verſity. 

When he came home, the Paſtors of the Church appointed 
him to Preach,which he performed with great approbation, 
and commendation of all. His Parents rejoycing much at 
his proficiency, would needs have him employ his Talent in 
his own country;and at Srutgard,Snepfins(being Superinten- 
dent) examined him, and finding his abilities, ſaid, Donzimnusr 


but twenty two years old he was made Deacon at Tubing, In 
which employment he continued fix yeares, and followed 
his ftudjes in that Univerſity. Healfo privately read Mathe- 
matich [e&ures to many ;z and ſometimes preached in the 
Caftle of Tubing, before Prince rick; who loved him very 
well, and told his Courtiers that he would prove a great Di- 
vine. : 

The year 1546 was fatall by the death of Luther ; and the 
war of the Emperour began againſt the Duke of Saxony, and 
the Lantgrave of Heſſe. | 

Anno Chriſti 1547, Heerbrand married a wife, Margaret, 
the daughter of Conrade Stamler,Conſul of T#bing, by whom 
he had eight ſons, and three daughters. 

An.Chriſti154$ came forth that accurſed Interim,at which 
time Gat he amonglt other Miniſters that ruſs it,was 
baniſhed from Tbing : And being out of employment, hee

and a half therein, -gathering their opinions about all the 
points of Divinity ; which he digeſted into Commer places, 
that they might be the readier for his uſe. | 
Anno Chriſti 1559 he was ſent for by Charles, Marqueſs of 
Baden, to reform Religion in his Dominions, where alſo he 
preſcribed a form tor Ordination of Miniſters. He had ſcarce 
continued there two moneths, when he was choſen to be the

Divinity Profefſorat\T#bing, and expounded the Pextatench | 
in his Le&urcs, and preached conſtantly : Beſides which pub- 
lick imployments, he wrote a large anſwer to Peter a Sorts, De 
Eccleſia, Patribss,& Conciliis, which was afterwards printed. 
Armnno Chriſti 1557, which was two years after he came to 
Tubing, he was choſen Reftor of the Univerſity, a place, as 
of great honour, ſo of great pains: After which he was cho- 
ſen Chancellor of the Univerhty, and the Paſtor and Super- 
inten dent of the Church. 
An.Chrifti 15 69,his fame ſpreading abroad,he was ſent for 
by the Duke of Saxony to be the Profeſſor ons who pro- 
fered to allow him the ſtipend of a thouſand Florens per as. 
bat he refuſed it, continuing at T#bing, where he had much 
honour and reſpet. And having been thus invited by three 
ſeveral Princes, all which he refuſed, and reſolving to ſpend 
his daics at Twbing, his Prince Chriftopher,to encourage =—_ 


ving other family buſineffes he committed allto the'care and 
diligence of his wite,who was a conſtant help to him, 

Anno Chriſti 1590, Heerbrand being now ſeventy years old, 
had as much honour heaped upon him as the Dukedome of 
Wirtemberg could afford: For he was made Counſellor to the 


niverfity, and Overſcer of the new Colledgc; all which places 
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he diſcharged with admirable prudence, diligence, and fi” 
delity. 

His Wife having lived wich him fifty years and a half,died, 
who was the ſtaffe of his old age, and therefore he was wuch 
afflicted with her loſs,and began to grow weaker and weaker; 
which cauſed him An» 1598 to reitgn his office, and there- 
upon had a ftipend allowed him by his Prince. His next care 
was to prepare himſelf. for death. He was much troubled with 
the Gout, which he bore with much patience, often uſing 


| that ſaying of the Apoſtle, Godlineſſe is profitable to all things, 


having the promiſe of this life , and that which is tocome, At 
laſt he fel into a Lethargy, and ſo died Annes Chriffi 1600,and 
of his age 79. | 

- He was was excceding ftudious all his life long, having 
his books, ink, and paper at his beds head , ſo that as ſoon as 
his firſt{leep was over, he applyed himſelf to them for ſome 
houres. And though he had great honours, yet they never 
puft up his heart with pride , but hee ſtill carried himſelfe' 
very humbly: He lived in the fear of God, was very chari- 
table, and open handcd to the poor, and to exiles, efpecially 
to poar ſtudents. He was very careful to afliſt other Churches, 
ſo that Princes, Earls, Barons, and other Nobles out of Au- 
ftria, Styria, Carinthia, Carniela, and Hungary were continual- 
ly ſending to him for advice in their difficult affairs. 

His Father in law having beſtowed a Farm upon him, he 
was a neat husband apon it, planting Orchards, Vineyards, 
and ſuch other things as _ make it moſt pleaſant and 
profitable. He was very carctull in the education of his chil- 
dren,bringing them up in religion and learning and keeping 
them under a ſevere Diicipline, He was of a very healthfull 
conſtitution, never being troubled with any ficknels till to- 
wards his latter end. |

The Life of David Chytrzus. 


The Life of David Chytrzus, who died 
An» Chriſti1600. 


Avid Chytreus was born in Ingelſing in Sweveland, Auno 
Den: I5 FO» of godly and linens Parents, who ſee- 
ing his towardlineſs, and ingenuous nature, were carefull 
to educate him in Religion and learning ; the principles 
whereof he drunk in with ſuch celerity, that his father took 
much pleaſire in him, and became an earneſt and frequent 
ſuiter unto God, That his ſonmight be fitted for, and imployed 
in the work, of the Miniſterie ; and for this end, when he was 
ſcarce ſeven years old he ſent him toſchool to Gemminga,and 
after two years ſtay there he removed him to T#bing, where 
he was educated under excellent Schoolmaſters , and after- 
wards admitted into that Univerſity , and whilſt he was very 
young hee commenced Batchelor of Arts, ſtudied the Lan- 

uages, Arts, and Divinitic under S»epfivs : In all which 
- profited ſo exceedingly that at hfteen years old hee com- 
menced Maſter of Arts, with the generall approbation of 
the Vniverfity : And preſently after ( having a large allow- 
ance from a worthy Knight, Sir Peter Mezingen ) hee tra- 
yelled to Wittenberg , where hee was entertained by Philip 
Melanfthon into his Family ; ſo that hee did not onely 
gaine much profit by his publick Le&ures, but by pri- 


that all his life after, he acknowledged, that next under God 
he was bound to Philip Melantthen for his proficiency in 
learning. When he came firſt co Melantthor, and delivered 
ſome letters of commendation to him in his behalf, Melan- 
thon finding in them that he was Mrof Arts, looking upon 
him wondred at it, ſaying, 4re you a Maſter of Arts? Yea, 
ſaid Chytrens, 1t pleafed- the Univerſity of Tubing to grace 
me with that degree :.

Preſently after Latheys death, the Warres in Germany 
breaking forth under Charles the fifth, the Univerlitie of 
Wittenberg was diſſipated by reaſon of the ſame 3 whereup- 
on Chytrens went to Heidleberg, where he ſtudied Hebrew, 
and from thence went to T#bing , where hee applyed him- 
ſelfe to the ſtudy of the Mathematicks : But when Prince 
Manrice of Saxonie had reſtored the Univerſitie, and called 
back Melantthon , hee . preſently returned to Wittenberg , 
where he buckled cloſe to his former ſtudyes, fearing (& 
like interruption againe : And Ammo Chriſti 1548 hee be- 
ganne privately to read to young Students, by which means 
having gotren ſome money in his purſe, hee reſolved to 
trayell into Ita/ie, and other parts, that ſo hee might ſece| 
thoſe famous places, which hee had often read of , and 
grow into acquaintance with the eminent men of thoſe 
times: For which end( having gotten him a faithful com-

did the Papiſts Quickly break it, and a great company of 
Souldiers entering into Orleance, beganne, to breath forth 
threatnings againſt the Church. of Chrilt, eſpecially againſt 
the Miniſters of it. Hereupon Toſſa was in great danger, inſo\ 
much that when he went into the Church to preach, he knew 
not whether he ſhould returne alive ; and that which moſt 
troubled him was, the fear that he had of his wife and two 
ſmall children. Beſides he never went to the Congregation, 
but ſome threw ſtones, others ſhot bullets at him ; and their 
rage grew ſo great, that they burned down the barn wherein 
the Church uſed to meet together ; and every day he heard 
of one or other of their members that wereſlain, to that he 


| was compelled ſeverall times to change his lodging : yet one 


day the ſouldiers caught him,and pretended that they would 
carry him.out of the City, but indeed intended to have Mur- 
thered him, whereupon his wife, great with child, ranne to

him that her husband might ſt:y in the City, And not long 
after brake out the third Civill War, at which time the Po- 
piſh ſouldiers that beficeged Or/eance were fo cnraged, that 
they burned all the places where the Church uſed to meet . 
and barbaroutly {lew above eighty of the faithfull ſervants o' 
Chrift in them, yet it pleaſed God miraculouſly to preferve 


| the Miniſters in that great danger; and Toſaz with his Col-|

certaining many that fled to her for ſuccour: But as his wife

was Godmother : But the King of France hcaring that his 
Aunt the Dutcheſfſe had ſheltered many of the Proteſtants, 
ſent to her to turn them all out of her Caſtle,or elſe he would 
preſently befiege it, and flay them all. Upon which meſſage, 
Toſſar, with his wife and three children, went preſently to 
Sancerra, which was theneareſt place of ſafetie. There went 
alſo a long with him two or three hundred Waggons loaden 
with children, and in their paſſage there lay many Troops; 
of the enemies, eſpecially at a River over which they were 
to paſſe, purpoling to deftroy them ; but it pleaſed God to 
{tir up ſome Proteſtants thereabouts to horſe, and arm them- 
ſelves, and to proffer themſelves as a guard to theſe Wag- 

ons, who fought often with their enemies, and by Gods; 

pecial providence condudted them all in ſafety to Sarcerra.

and reproaches, threatning ere long to fire the Cattle and all 
that were in it; yet did the faithfull overcome all dangers 
with their conſtancy, and Toſſan living with that Noble- 
man, performed his Paſtoral office with all diligence, and 
fidelity, though at that time he was very ickly. | 
Anno Chriſti 1572 brake forth that abhominable Maſſacre 
at Paris, wherein Charles the ninth, falfitying his faith, 
cauſed the Admirall of France, with many Noblemen, and 


be ſo inhumanely butchered, that a 'more horrid vil- 
lany. was never heard of in the world before it : At which 
_ amongſt others this Hreronimns Greſlotires was allo mur- 
thered. | 

The newes of this Maſſacre comming to Orleance, the 
Papiſts rejoyced and ſung, fecking to murther and deſtroy 
all the Proteſtants that were in, and about that City : Toſſar 
at this time was in the Caſtle with the wite of Groſlorias , 
who heard of the Maſſacre, and the Murther of her husband 


Popiſh Nobleman, as he was travelling towards Parz, was 
turned alide into this Caſtle to enquire after news, juſt at the 
ſametime when this ſad news was brought thither : But he, 
ſuppoling:that it was impotlible that the Proteſtants which 
were ſo numerous there, could be fo eaſily pproied ,» and

of Ferrara (ent for him, and his Family, his wife being a- 
gain great with childe, and hid them in a Turret in her 
Caſtle, and ſuſtained, and fed them there. And when the 
rage of the Papiſts was ſomewhat abated, hee, with his wife, 
and children travelled through many dangers into Germany, 
and ſhortly afcer was ſent for by that pious Prince Frederick, 
the third, EleGor Palatine, to come to him to Heidleberg, 
whither he went with his Family , and where he found fo 
much love, and bounty from the Prince and his Courtiers, 
and the Academicks, that he almoſt forgot his former miſe- 
ries, 

All the while that he lived in Heidleberg, he was Preacher 
to the Ele&or, ſhewing ſuch Faithfullneſſe, Diligence, Can» 
dour , and other Virtues as became a faithfull Miniſter of 
Jeſus Chriſt, whereby he was very deare to the Ele&or, who 
often conſulted with him about the waiticſt matters of Re- 
ligion : And Amns Chriſti 1575 he ſent him with ſome other 
of his faithful] Counſellors 10 Amberg to viſit the Churches, 
and to compoſe ſome controverſies which were ſprung up a= 
mongſt them about matters of Religion, which truſt he per» 
formed with ſingular zeale, and diligence. 

{ Burthe worid being unworthy of ſuch a Prince, it pleaſed 
God to take him away Amno Chriſti 1576, four years after 
 Teſſan came thither. *And his Son Lodwick, a Latherane 
ſucceeding him, Toſſan amongſt ſome others, was diſ- 
miſſed; But Prince Caſſimire | Lodwicks Brother |] who knew 
' the impoſtures of the Ybiquitarians better then his

brother, and who had undertaken to defend ' that faith 
whereof his Father had made a confeſſion in his Will , 
calied him to Neoftade, and placed him over the Churches 
there : And after Ur/ixs death , rnaad: him Profeiſor inthat 
Univerhty. In which place he interpreted the holy Scrip- 
ture: He allo undertook the cate of the Church, which was 
colle&ted of the Exiles, who wanted a Paſtor; and Preached: 
to them in the French Tongue, Anno Chriſti 1578. He was: 
Mouderator ina Synod at Neeſtade : And Prince Caſſimire did 
alwaics eſteem ſo highly of his adviſe, and Connſcll, that he 
ſent for him often , neither would determine any thing in 
Eccleſiafticall affaires withont his aiſenc : and when Princes 
and Ambaſſadors came to Neoſtade, being moved with his 
fame, they would alwaies viſit him, and received {uch abun- 
dant fatisfaQtion by converſe with him, that ever atter they 
held coreſpondence with him. 

Shortly after Lodwick the EleQor Palatine dying, Caſumire 
was made Guardian to his ſon, during his minority, where- 
upon he ſent for Toſſan to Heidleberg, that by his advite, and 
counſell ke might reform the Churches : Burt when he came 
thither, his adverſaries loured exceedingly upon him, and 
raiſed many falſe reports, buthe remembred that of Sexeca, 
vir bonus, quod heneſte ſe fatturum putaverit, faciet, etiam || 
periculoſum fit: ab honeſto nulla re dete;rebitur: ad turpia nulla ſpe 
invitabitur. An honeft man will do that which he judges 
right, though it be dangerous: He will not be deterred from 
that which is honeſt, by any meanes ; hee will be allured to 
that which is difhoneſt, by no means. His adverſaries in their 
Pulpits daily crycd out of ſtrange Herehies- that he and his 
party held. But Prince Caſimire hilt ſent for them to argne 
the caſe before him, and then appointed a Publick diſputa- 
tion, wherein they could prove none of thoſe things which 
they charged them with ; -whercupon rhe Prince r:quired 
them to abſlain from ſuch accufations for the time to come, 
and to ftudy peace. But nothing would prevail toallay 
their ſpleene , till they were removed into other 
Countries. | |

tuited: and thercfore'to ſatishe the Statutes of the Univerſi- 
ty, be commenced Dottor in Diviaity. But as his cares, and 
paines increaſed, fo his ſorrow alſo, partly by reaſon of an 
- unhappy quarrel that fell ourbetween the Students, and Ci- 
tizens of Heidleberg, partly by the death of his dear wife 
with whom he had lived twenty two years in wedlock, 
which fell out in the year 1557. and therefore Anys Chrifti 
1588 he marricd again, and diſpoſed of his daughters alſo in 
marriage to godly, and learned men. 

Not long after Prince Caſimire died, which much renewed 
his griefe: But Frederick, the fourth, beeing now come to his 
age, was admitted into the number of the Ele&ors, and 
was very carcfull of the good , both of the Church, and 


Anno Chriſti 1594 Toſſan was choſen Reftor of the Lniver- 
lity of Heidleberg , and the year after there brake out a grei- 
vous Peftilence in that Citie, which drove away the ſtu- 
dents.But Toſſa» remained Preaching comfortably to his peo- 
ple, and expounding the Penitenriall Pfalmes - to thoſe few| 
ſtudents that yet remained. |

His Birth | Pine 7 Junins wasborn in France of a Noble Family Av. | 
j and Parentage. | B \Ghr;fti 1545. His Grandfather was #iliam Lord of Bef- 
'.. fardineria, who for his valiant ſervice in the wars of Navar: 
1 was rewarded by King Lewis the twelfth with that honour. 
Shs His Father was Denis , who in his youth ſtudicd Law in the 
moft famous Univerſitics of Fraxce. His Mother was Jacoba 
Hwgalda which bore nine children, four ſons, and five daugh- 
F ters; amongſt which this our Francis was born in Bitarg, His|, 
| Mother | 
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[Mother being lickly, the child was very weak, not likely to 
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live one hour, and therefore was haſtily baptiſed. And du- 
ring his childhood this weakneſs continued, which falling 
into his left legge , cauſed a ſoare which wasdfficultly 


lhealed, 


When hee was five yeares old his Father beganne to teach 
him to read as his leiſure would permit. At lix yeares old 
he began to write, and to diſcover his ingenuity ; being of a 


[pleaſant diſpolition, very deſirous of honour; quickly angry, 
Jand forhis age of a grave judgement. Hee did eat his meat 


cagerly, was very ſhame-fac'd , which continued with him 


{all his life after. Hee had the pub.ick. Schoolmaſters for his 
{ inſtruRers,beſides othersthat privately taught him at home. 
{At twelve ycars old he attended the publick Le&ures,and be- 


gan to ſtudy the Civill Law , 'and his Father much encoura- 
ed andaſliſted him therein, Yet one thing much impeded 
im in his firſt ſtudies : For being put forth to Scheol hee 


{met with harſh and ſevere Maſters which uſed to beat him 
in a moſt cruel and batbarous manner, yet his love to learn- 
ing made him conceal it from his friends, 

| hen he had ſtudied Law about two years, he was ſent to 
{Liexs to have gone with the French Ambaſſador to Conftan- 


tinople, but coming too late, after the Ambaſſadors depar- 
ture, heftaid, and ftudicd there, turning over many bookes, 


| whereof in that place were great plenty. But there he met 


with great temptations to evill; a woman, and a young 
mayd labouring upon every opportunity to draw him to 
lewdnefſe. This much troubled him , having been brought 
up religiouſly by his parents , whereupon he thought of re- 
turning home , but his fathers authority ( who commanded 
his ſtay there) altered thoſe thoughts, and ſo, through Gods 
aſſiſtance, he reſiſted that temptation / But preſently fe'l into 
another : Foras he was reading over Twlly de Legibns, there 


came a certain man tohim ufing the words of the Epicure, 


nibil carareDeum.nec ſui,nec alieni;that God cares for nothing: 
And he ſo prefſed it with ſuch ſubtile arguments , that hee 
prevailed with him to ſuck inthat damnable principle, and 
{o he gave up himſelf to vile pleaſures for a year, and ſome- 
what more. But the Lord ſuffered him not to continue 
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| holily inftru&ed him, and cauſed him to read over the new 
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\onger therein : For firſt inatumule in Liens the Lord 
wonderfully delivered him from imminent death, - ſo that he 
was compelled toacknowledge a divine providence therein: 
And his Father hearing the dangerous waies that his ſon 
was miſled into, ſent for him home, where he carefully, and

When I opencd the 
New Teſtament, I firſt light upon Joh»s firſt Chapte. : I» the 
beginning was the word, &c. I read part of the Chapter, and 
was ſuddenly convinced that the Divinity of the Argument, 
and the Majeſty, and Authority of the writing , d1d excee- 
dingly excel all the Eloquebce of humane writings. My bo- 
dy trembled, my mind was aſtoniſhed, and-I was fo affe&ted 
af! that daie, that I knew not where, and what I was, Thox 
waſt mindfull of me, O my God, according to the maltitude of thy 
mercies; and calledft home thy loſt ſheep into thy foid. And from 
that day forward he fervently bent himſelt to the ſtudy and 
practiſe of piety, to the great joy, and comfort of his father : 
Who preſently after ſent him to Geneva, giving him onely fo 
much money as would bear his charges, intending to fend 
more after him, But the Civill wars preſently beginning in 
France, he was hindred of his purpoſe: So that J#»i#s when 
he came to Geneva, had onely ſo much money left as would; 
buy him fourbooks, a Bible, Calvins Inſtitutions, Beza's con- 
 feſſions, and an Hebrew Grammer, which for a year together 
he ſtudied with much diligence, At the end whereof he was 
ſollicited by ſome of his chamberfellowes to trave!l-with 
them into Helveria, which he aflented to, and went. with 
them, having bur little mony remaining. | 
In this jorney he ſpent three weeks ,, . and at Beraſaluted 
Muſculus, and Hallerns. At Zurich, Martyr, Bullinger, and 
Gtealter:and at Neocom,Farrel & fo returned to Geneva again. 
Nat long after hee began to be pinched with want, and 
thereupon reſolved each other day to dig in the Town-ditch 
to ſupply his neceſlities withall. But it fo fell out by Gods 


: ; providence that a young man, a Tailor, whoſe Mother had 


tormerly lived over againſt J#xins his Mothers houſe in 
| France 
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France,and had often been relicvcd by her,profered him both 
mony, and lodging in his houſe. With hinuthercforc he lived 
almoſt ſeven months ( yet with much inconyentence _ to his 
ſtudies ) till a peace being made in France , his Father fent 
Mony to him. Whilſt he lived with his heſt, to prevent his 
being burthenſom to him, for four moneths together he faſt- 
£d from his dinners, ſpending that time in walking , medi- 
tation, and prayer: And at ſupper he never eat but two eggs. 
But by this abſtinence, he ſo weakned, and dried up his bo- 
dy, that his ſtrength was much decaied, till by the advice 
ot his friends, changing his cuſtome, and mending his Coni- 


| mons, he by degrees recovered it again. 


His Father not willing that he ſhould ftndy Divinity, ſent 
forhim home; but he wrote to him defiring that for the im- 
provement of his ſtudies hee would be pleaſed to allow him 
a longer ſtay. But before his letter came, his Father was cru- 


lelly murthered: which ſad newes coming to him , he wrote 
[to his Mother not to be ſollicitous for him, for that he would 


maintain himſelf by his own labors: And thereupon hee 
caught Latine, Oreck, and Hebrew to ſome youths, and ſo 
followed his ſtudies beſides , that he brought his bodice into 
a dangerous diſtemper. £ 

It fell out alſo that about that time the Head-Schoolmaſter 
of Geneva dying, the Miniſter of Noſorom was ſent for to ſup- 
ply his room, and J#»iss was profered to Preach in his place, 
which he refuſed , cxculing himſeltc for that as yet hee had 
not (o fitted himſelfe by his ſtudies tor the work of the Mini- 
ſtry as he detircd. 2247 
Shortly after there came a Meſſenger from Anrwerp,deiiring 
that a Miniſter might be ſent to the French Church that was 


[gathered there, and Junins being judged fitforthat ſervice , 


he was ſent thither,which fell out ro be juſt at that time when

huuſe of two Noblemen | brorhers ] for which wo yeares 
after they loſt their heads, and their houle wes pulled down 
co the ground. 

Junius was afterwards ſought tor at his lodging in Ant- 
werp, but it pleaſed God that juſt at that time he was gone to 


et the enemies laid 
another ſnare for him, pretending a diſputation at a 
certain City in Flanders,at which Janus was requeſted ro be 
reſent; but he was no ſooner come thither , and gone into 
bis Inne, but a Townfman came running to him to tell him, 
| thatthe Officers were coming to ſeize upon him: Whereup- 
on he was condutted out at a back-door , and led from one 
lace to another, by which meancs he eſcaped the unjuſt vio- 
fra of his adverſaries. Afterwards at Ga#xt he was in like 
danger, yct the Lord wonderfully delivered him, ſo that he 
got to Antwerp in ſafctie. 
When hee came backe to Antwerp he was not ſuffered to 
continue in his Paſtoral Othice : Whereupon, by the advice 
of the Brethren , he wentto Limberg , leaving his Clothes, 
and Library bchind him, all which he there lot : Yet neither 
was he there in ſafety, but ſo many ſnares were laid for him 
that he eſcaped death very narrowly ſeveral times, the Al- 
mighty Lord ſtillproteGQing him, 
There was near that place an old woman, having manie 
children, that for thirtcen years together had conflited with 
grievous deſpair, crying out that ſhee, and all her children 
were damned; The Pricſts had ofcen by their exorciſms ſought 
her cure: The neighbours had bound her in chaines, and 
beaten her, yet all in vain; for ſhe brake the chaines, and run 
into the Woods hiding her ſclf from the ſociety of all men, 
inſumuch that ſhe was chought to be poſſeſſed with the Di- 


vill, She: being brought to Jonizs, he examined her in pri- 
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vate of the cauſe ofher diftewper : Shee told him that all hcr 
Neighbours ſaid that ſhe was damned, becauſe ſhe had come 
ſo ſeldome to Maſs, whereas indeed ſhe was hindred from it 
by the eare of her many ſmall children ; J#nias hercupon in- 
formed her out of Gods word that (he had not ſinned at-all 
therein ; for that it was. according to-Gods will , that ſhee 
ſhould take care of her children , who preferr's mevcy before 
ſatrifice: And alſo that the Maſs was not the ſervice of God , 
&c. By which meanes ſhe was quieted in her confcience, and 
went away fatisfhed, to the great aſtoniſhment of all her 
neighbors. L 

About, this time the peace of the Church at Limbarg was 
much diſturbed by the Anabaptifts, and Papiſts: : J#nizs went 
often to the Anabaptiſts and reaſoned with them? peaceably, 
and calmly, whereupon they quickly decreaſed,both intheir 
number, and credit. But the Papiſts caſt aſperfions upon him 
to make him odious,;and amonetſt the reſt, that he was a Mon- 
er , and had-cloven feet; * They came alſo toChurch to 
diſturb kim in his Sermons, but notwithhanding-all their en- 
deavours his auditoy ſtil increaſed. And when they had chal- 
lenged bim to Diſputations, they allwaies pretended one 
excuſe or other when the time camez to evade the ſame. But 
from ſecret plats, they brake out into open violenceg;-where- 
upon: the Magiſtrates perfwaded him. to retire himſclffrom 
the danger, and ina dark rainy night they conveyed him out 
of the City, and ſoho went to Heidleberg , where he was 
courteoully entertained by Prince Freder:ck the third , and 
afterward choſen Paſtor of the Charch of Schenavia which 
was ncar unto that City, bh 

But the year after, the peſtilence greatly affli Xing that 
Church;he was ſent (though againſt his will)to the Camp of 
the Princeof Orange, who was going into the Low-coun- 
tries, and {when meeting with many inconveniencies in that 
employment ) he would haveteturned into Germany, the Pr, 
of Orange would not conſent; but detained him to preach 
til to him z yet at laſt he returned to Heidlcberg, and endea- 
voured to compole ſome differences that in his abſence were 
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back to the Prince of Or ange, and he as often excuſed it ; 
but at laſt he commanded him peremptorily to goe5but it ſo} 
fell out that as he was going over the bridge of Heidleberg , 


obtained leave to ſtay. 

He continued there tothe year 1592,and afliſted Tremelin, 
in Tranſliting the Bible out of Hebrew. 

The Ele&orbeing dead, hee was ſent for by Prince Caſſi- 
mire to Neoſtade ; and afterwards was ſent for by the ſame 
Caſſimire ( being Guardian to the young gp, to Heidles 
berg again. Yet not long after,with the conſent of the Prince, 
hee left Heidleberg to goe into his own country : But when 
with his family he came to Lezden, he was much importuned 
both by the Magiſtrates and the Univerſity to ſtay there; and 
though he would fain have excuſed it,yet at laſt they prevail- 
ed, and made him the Profeſſor of Divinity in that Univer- 
ſity, which place he diſcharged with much diligence, and 
commendation for ten yearesſpace. At the end of which, a 
great plague ſpreading all over Hollaxd, he fell fick of it,and 
quietly refigned up his ſpirit unto God, Ano Chr. 1602, and 
of his age 57- 

When Gemerniggla Colleague, came to vifit him in his fick- 
neſs, and had ſpoken comfortably to him , J#»;xs told him, 
that he quieted himſelf in God, who would doe fer hins t hat which 
was moſt for his glory, ans his own good.

tocngage them herein, which alſo he obtained from them , | 
though it proved to liztle purpoſe, in regard of the impla- | 
cable malice of the French Courtiers againft the ſervants of | 
Chriſt. In that journey hee grew acquainted with Me-| 
lanfthon, and they took much delight in the ſociety of each 
other. 

Having ſpent ten years at L1#ſamma, as the Greek Profeſſor, 
with the good leave of the Sznate of Bern,he went to Geneva 
Anno Chriſti 1559, and lived with Calvin , from whoſe fide 
he ſeldom parted, and was his great aſſiſtant both in mat- 
ters of Do&rine and Diſciplines and that in the mean time 
he might notÞe wanting to the Schools, he publickly inter- 
preted Demoſt heves Orations , and part of Ariftotle to the 
young Students. 

And not long after upon the death of Clandins Pontanus , 
he was choſen Paſtor into his room. He was alſochoſen the 
firſt Reftor of the School in Geneva, at which time he made 
an excellent and cloquent Oration in commendation of 
Learning, in the preſence of many grave and learned men, 
both to encourage youths to the love of it, and the Senators 
of Geneva to make a further progrefſe in the advancement of 
it. For whereas theCity of Genzva did at this time conflict 
with innumerable difficulties both at home and abroad , 
which did almoſt ſwallow it up, yet by the perſwafton of that 
[great Calvimrm, it took ſo much courage, that in that very 
jun&ure of time, the Senate founded , and endowed that 
publick School whick was a great ornament to the City, and 
lout of which iſſued abundance of godly and learned men, 
to the great benefit of the Churches of God. 

' Shortly after;at the requeſt of certain Noblemen of France, 
Beza was invited to viſit Azthony King of Navar, who at 
this time was at Nerac in Aquitane, to conferre with him a - 
bout ſome weighty matters, bur eſpecially, it it were poſſ- 
ble , through Gods mercy, to confirm his mind in the true 
Religion : For it was hoped that if that King, who was the 
principall man of the Royall blood, and like to govern the, 
[affairs of State in the minority of King Fraxcis the ſecond ,} 


could be confirmed in the truth, it would much conduce to]

Beza inthe meantime preached often , ſometimes in the 
Quecn of Navars houſe, Canertitie in the Prince of Condies, 
and other fometime in the ſuburbs of Paris. And in Fanmary

ings of- Francis Baldyinus, who followed the ſteps of Ece- 


Religion as the ſtate changed. Then did he contute the errors 
of Brentins, and James Andreas, who held the Omnipreſence 
of the Body of Chrift: After this he publiſhed an excellent 
Catechiſm.  * | 

Anno Chrifti 1567 , the Civil Wars breaking out again in 
Frante, he was much affe&ed with it, andby writing , ad- 
 moniſhing, and exhorting both at home and abroad, endca- 
vourcd to affiſit with his counſell whom he could notby hiz 
preſence. Alſo Ax» Chriſti 1568, that war waxing hot,many 
out of ſundry'parts of Fraiicefled to Geneva as to a fafc har 


brother to Beza by the Fathers fide, who living a while in 
Beza's houſe, ſhortly after dyed of the Plague. And not long 
after Beza's wite fell fick of it, yet it pleaſed God tore- 
ſtore her to health again, The ſame year, in the midft of 
many troubles, he wrote his books of Polygamie, and Di- 
verces,againſt Bernard Ochin,who a little before had publiſh- 
ed his Dialogues upon theſe ſubje&s,ſtuffed with errors. He 
wrote allo againſt F lacins [Ihiyicns. 

£nno Chriſti 1571, peace being ſetled, he was ſent for by 
the Queen of Navar, the Admiral, and the general vote of 
the Churches 'of France to Rechell to a Synod, where he was

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many of the godly that eſcaped fled toGeneva,amongſt whom 
were the Paſtors of fiftie Churches thac were wholly diſper- 
ſed. Theſe being ftript of all; and in great want, Beza, by 
his Letters into Germany and England, procured ſuch relicte 
for them , that for three years ſpace in which they lived 
there ,they were plcntifully and comfortably provided for, 
In that Maſſacre God was pleaſed wonderfully to preſerye 
Hen. of Burbon,(on to the great Lodwick Prince of Conde,who 
thereupon retired into Germany for ſhelter, and ſtaying a 
while at Strasborough, he ſent for Beza, and employed him 
to Prince Caſsimirezthe Adminiſtrator of the Palatinare. And 
afterwards as this Prince returned into Fraxce, hee went by 
Geneva, Where he conferred with Bez4 about many weighty 
matters. | 

Beza went on indefatigably in his publick employments, 
reviſcd his Tranſlation and Annotations upon the New Te- 
tament, and cnlarged them ; wrote againſt Pappsxs about the 
Hypoſtaticall xion; "_ the railings of Holderss; againſt 
the calumnics of Andreas: Made his Harmony of the Law

Shortly after the Plague breaking forth in Geneva, Beza 
was —_ afflited for the fad condition of the Common- 
wealth,yet he chearcd up himſelf much with the hearty and 
fincere loye,' and ſocietie which he had with all the Paſtors 
thereof, whoſe unity. and unanimity was a great means under 
God to preſerve the happineſs of :Gezeva. About: the ſame 
time. five Anabaptiſts | Mechanicks ] began privately to ſow 
the feed of their errors in Geneva, whereupon Bewa, ' Fohn 
Pinaldus, Charles Perrot, and Anthony Fains, were choſen to 
confer. with them, and afcer confutation of heir errors, they

Not long after being preſent at a Confiſtory, he invited all 
his brethren to ſupper, but they at firſt refuſed, becauſe there 


| was to be a publick Faft that week, and the Magiſtrates had 


forbidden all Feaſting ; but he told them, that he would get 


x leave of che Magiſtrates, and that he intended not a Feaſt, 


but a frugal ſupper, rather to feaſt their minds with their 
mutual love and ſocicty, then their bodies with dainties : 
Then they all afſented,and were entertained by him with all 
the expreſſions of brotherly love that could be. 

Many Noblemen and others that came from other coun- 
tries to ſtudy at Geneva, would alwaics defire to ſojourne 
with him, that they might enjoy his ſocictie. 

That ycar there was a rumor ſpread abroad all over Exrope 


'by the pony that Bez.4 was dead, and that he turned Pa- 
piſt betore his death; which lye the Paftors of Gezeva, and 
himſelf alſo by publick writings confuted : And diſcourfing 
with his friends of it, he ſaid, That the Jeſutts, aud hee had 
both one deſire, but nat for the ſame end: The Jeſuits (faidhe ) 
wiſh my end but for an evill end: I wiſh for it alſs, but that by 
death I may paſſe to eternall life, purchaſed for me by the merits 
of Chrift, 

Anno 1599 the King of Fraxce and the King of Navary ly- 
ing in ſiege before the Caſtle of Saint Katharines in Savoy 
near to Geneva, Beza went to viſit them, and was entertain'd 
with abundance of courteſie by them , and being asked by 


anſwered, That he had nothing, but tocommend his ſacred 
Majeſty to the blefling of the great God, and to pray that his 
Majcfty might govern his people in ove: Only he requeſt- 
ed, that ſeeing the Church at Liows had not ygt enjoyed the 
benefit of his Majeftics Edi, that he would be pleaſed to 
think of them, which the King promiſed 5 and upon their 
petition, granted their deſire. 

About the time of his return, he began to be much trou+

Anno Chriſti 1602 Maxrice the Lantgrave of Heſſe came to 
Genevato ſee him, but diſguiſed, for. which Bez4s was ver 
ſorry after that he had not known him.” Finding himſelf to 
draw nezr to hisend, he reviſed his Will, and fo cafing his | 
mind of all worldly thoughts, he wholly betook him(clf to 
exſpe& the time of his departure, which he much longed 
for.

And that alſo, Dowine, quod cepiſts, perfice, ns in 
portu-naufragium acciaat, Lord perfect that which thou laft 
begun, that J ſuffer not fhipwrack in the. haven ; and that of 
Bernard, Domine, ſequemur te, per te, adte: te, quiaveritas;

becauſe thou art the way : To thee, becauſe thou art the life. 

Amnno 1605 there came ſome noble; and learned men from 
Boruſſia to ſee him, with whoſe ſociety he was much pleaſed. 
But diſeaſes encreafing upon him, the Paſtors 'of Geneva as 
greed among(t themſelves, that every day two of themr ſhould 
viſithim by turns, and ſometimes all of them came together, 
and praicd mot fervently with him.

School to Baſil under Thomas Plater, an excellent School- 
maſter, with whom 'he profited ſo much, that Anne Ehriſti 
1551, upon examination he was admitted into the Univerſity 
under Boniface Amerbachins, &the yery next year the Plague 
being hot in Baſil , tie fell fick of the plague, but it pleaſed, 
God to reſtore him again, and he followed his ſtudy hard. 

He heard his own Father reading Greek and Latine, Hwld.

Anno Chriſti 15565 his Father was called.to a Paſtoral 
charge at Retela, but our James ſtayed till at Baſil, joyn- 
ing the. ſtady of Divinity with that of Philoſophy.

Salceras, who being an Ubiquitarian miſled our Grywers into

Father alſo was ſo'well pleaſed with him,that preſently aftcr 
the Sermon, he canceled the wricing whereby he had difin- 
herited him. The Scnatc alſo defired him to undertake a Pa- 
ſtoral charge in that place ; but he choſe rather to return in 
to the Palatinate again; and coming to Neoftad, he was ap-

Then by a Logicall examining of the con- 
text , hz ſearched out the true ſcope- of th: Holy Ghoſt in the 
words. His DoCtrines which hee infiſted on werenaturall, not 
forced. Theſe he firſt proved by Scriptures , then by other ar- 
guments, and reaſons; and in his Applications, heeither con- 
firmed ſome profitable trath which might bz queſtioned, or con- 
vinced men of {ome error , or reproved ſome vice, or exhorted 
to ſome duty , or reſolved ſome doubt, or caſe of Conſcience; 
or comforted ſich as nzeded conſolation : And if his reproof, or 
exhortation needed preſſing home upon the conſcience, he would 
enlarge himſelfe , by ſhewing motives to urge th: duty ; or diſ- 
ſwaſives from the vice, taking his Argumerts from duty to God, 
decency , or ſhamefulneſle, pleaſure, or paine, gaine or loſſc. 
Sometimes alſo hee would ſhew the eft:Fnall mcanes of attain- 
ing the grace, or power to performe the dnty exhorted to. As 
alſo the Remedies againſt Vices': And when hee fell upon any 
Common place, or Head of Divinity , heeuſed to proſecute ic 
very judiciouſly, and profitably. So that by all this it appeares 
that hee made good uſe of his Learning, yet_ withoat affe&ation. 
He uſed to read Books moſt ſwiftly, and yet not carſorily ; be- 
ing able, when he had done, to give an account of the ſubſtance, 
and moſt remarkable paſſages of what he had read. 

Though he preached often, yet what he preached was befor:- 
hand well ttudied, and premeditatzd. And it pleaſed God to pilt 
a Sal to his Miniſtry, in the converting, confirming, and bui'd- 
ing up many thouſands in the courſe of his- Miniſtry. Hee was 
a diligent viſitor of the ſick underhis charge, withont r:+2& 
of perſons. Hee was a grzat Peace-maker amongſt any of his 
flock that were at varianc2. Hz? had an heavenly gift in prayer , 
both for aptneſle, and fulnefle of Confeſſions, Petitions, Suppli- 
cations , Interccſhons, and Praiſes, together with fervencie of 
ſpirit. to ponr them out to God in the name of Chriſt.

That the Apoſtles who continually accompanyed him , would

eArminigs had formerly been a ſervant in a Publick Inn, where 
many gueſts admired his prompt wit , ſo that ſome took him 
from thence, and ſet him to School, where he was maintained 
out of the Publick Treaſury of eAmſterdam. Hereupon in

others, ſome thought that Gomarus oppoſed him out of envy , 
leaſt he ſhould excel him, which promoted the EleQion of Ar- 
minis , and laid the foundation to future difſentions. 
Arminius being thus ſetled, thought to advance his credit by 
drawing a great Auditory to hinfſelt , and this he thought to 
do by venting ſome new things in his LeQures, which accor- 
dingly he did , eſpecially about Predeſtination; yet in publick 
he did it ſparingly and flenderly , leaſt he ſhould offend the 
Churches , remembring that by their Authority Coothaſe and 
Wig ger had been removed qut of their places : But in private 
he labored tooth and nail to inſtil them into his Auditors, 
whereby he might gain Diſciples , and that he might the better 
ſecure himſelf againſt the Miniſters, by the means of Vrenbe- 
gard the Preacher at Hagae, he procured John of Oldeubarne- 
velt «tO be his Patron, = was a man of great Authority, be- 
ing Syndic of all Holland, to curry favour with whom he 
extolled the Authority of Magiſtrates in Eccleſiaſtical af- 
airs. 
" Barnevelds deſign was to bring the Reformation in the 
Low-countries nearer to the Lutherans, whereby they might 
hope to draw Auxiliaries our of German») the better to reſiſt the 
King of Spaiz , orat leaſt to make the better terms of agree- 
ment with him : And whereas the States in the beginning of 
the wars had need of the multitude , and theſe could not be 
hetrer gained then by the help of the Miniſters, they cherefore 
at firſt granted great Authority to the Paſtors of the Church :

Yet Arminius was not fo lpng concealed from Walleus, who 
knowing all the ſculking holes of Setaries, by his yo wherein 
he walked eaſily diſcovered whereunto he tended, and there- 
fore from the year 1606: he had labored to bring him into the 
right way again, which alſo he did all the year following by 
his frequent Letters to him : . To which Arminius ſometimes 
anſwered : but at laſt would anſwer no longer. 

The ſame things that Arminizs taught, did (orvinus teach 
about twenty years after, and was ſilenced with the ſame Argu- 
ment by Wallens. 

Arminizs being thus diſcovered, began to fear that he ſhould 
be ruined by the Miniſters; for Barnevelr durſt not as yet pub- 
lickly undertake his Patronage ; neither durſt Arminius under- 
take 'the alteration of Religion with an Heroical ſpirit, ſuch as 
was in our Reformers, who wholly minding the glory of God, 
reſted ſecure whatſoever ſhould befal themſelves, whereas Ar- 
minius being ſeized upon with ſorrow, and overwhelmed with 
grief fell ſick and dyed Anno Chriſti 1609 | 

Arminins being dead, amongſt all his followers, Vtenbogard 
ſhewed himſelf the Ring-leader ; for though he was far inferior 
[to Arminins in Learning, yet in the Government of the Church 
and State he was weli ſeen :. and indeed by his wit did more 
hurt to the Church then Arminius did by his Diſputations. 
This Bogard that he m_ make the Magiſtrates of Holland dil 
| pleaſed with other Minifters, and more to favour himſelf, wrote 

a: Book of the Aathority of Magiſtrates in Church-affairs , 
| wherein he allowed the Magiſtrate not only to. order the ex- 
ternal'Government of the Church, but to determine con- | 


troverſies in Religion, whereby he got great favour to his own 
a 


In theſe ftirs the Minifters-knew not what better remedy to 
finde thenin a 2\ational Synod of all the Reformed Churches , 
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| which they earneſtly ſolicited the States General for : and in- 
| deed the States of Gelderland, Zeland, Friſtand, Groning , and 
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lix Cities of Ho#and were forit, who deſired no Innoyations 
tn Religion, and diſpaired of any union with the Latherax: : 
and ſaid that the Eccleſiaſtical Government was no Way prievons, 
but a remedy againſt Oligarchie. That the power of the Prince| 
of Orange was not dangerous, but rather a meansto unite and 
tye them together : Burt on the contrary, the Nobility of 
Hollaud , and the other twelve Cities, as alſo the States of | 
UVirick, and Overiſle, though they did not openly deny a Sy- 
ned, yet by tergiverſations and procraſtinations ſought to 
evade it. 

In the mean time the Miniſters negleRed not the remedy 
which was in their power : wiz. to diſcover thoſe Errors to 
their progee , and to confirm their-mindes againſt them both 
by Preaching and Writing : And ſuch as were to be admitted 
co the Miniſtry, they examined them more ſtrictly :- and ſuch 
as they diſcovered to be already in the Miniſtry , they cenſured 
and caſt our. 

Utenbogard and his companions ſtrongly oppoſed themſelves 
to theſe proceedings both by word and writing , and 'promo- 
ted to the Miniſtry ſuch as were of their own opinions : yet 
were they inferior to the other party both in number and in the 
affections of the people :' fearing therefore that they ſhould be 
overcome, they framed a Remonſtrance ;( whence they were 
called Remorſtrants) to the States of Hol/aud, wherein they 
requeſt to be takeninto their protection ; who did not only do 
it, but preſently commanded that none ſhould meddle with 
theſe controverſies either by word or writing, neither ſhould 
examine Caxd:dates upon theſe points, or cenſure any ttrat 
differed in judgement about them ; which truly wasto ſet up 
a party , when as the Remo»ſtrant Miniſters were ſcarce forty , | 
and the Contra-Remonſtrants were fifty. 

Yet the Remouſtrants thought that they could not continue 
long , except new ones of their own opinion could be brought 
in as the other dyed, and theſe muſt be firſt formed in the 
Univerſity ; wherefore to ſupply Arminizs his place in Leidex, 


VVallexs and others that were deſired by honeſt and learned 


men were rejected , and Vrenborard was fought for. Bur he| 
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knowing himſelf unfit for ſuch a work , wrought by the Cu- 
rators of thoſe parts, who were oi kin to Barnevelt, that 
Conradus Vorſtius ſhould be- brought trom Steinfart to. Lew 
den: who in the year 1590-had been convicted by the Univer- 
ſity of Heialeberg for favouring *«c/nus and his opinions. 

To the choice of this man the Miniſters preſently oppoſed 
themſelves, and ſuch Magiſtrates as favoured them : yet had 
it been impoſſible to have hindred his Eleftion, the Remon- 
ftrants did ſo prevail, but that James King of Great Britane 
frequently admoniſhed and urged the States not do to it, 
yea he condemned him of Heretie, and burnt his Books pub- | 
lickly. 

At laſt certain Laws were obtruded upon the Church , 
which Barnevel:t had framed twenty years before , but till now 
the States would never endurethem , much leſs bring thera in 
practice, in which the choice of Deacons, Elders and Paſtors 
was almoſt wholly given to the Magiſtrates. The cenſuring 
of Paſtors or Members offending, was taken away from the | 
Miniſters. The Curators of the Univerſity, and the Magji-

The States of Ze/and were reſolved longago, and this ca- 
lamity of Zeid4ez now haſtened ir, to eret an 1lluſtrious School 
in Zeland: but as yet they could not agree-about the place : But 
they of 1:ddleborowgh ſeeking thereby to get advantage, reſol-

and therefore called //alles: to the place : But Y/alleus would 
by no means accept of it, knowing what a tedious thing it was 
to govern boys, and how ſubje& he ſhould be to calumnies in 
dieting them. Wherefore the care of both was devolved upon 
Giles Burfus Paſtor of Middleborongh, and the inſtructing 
them was committed to 7uſtns Lyrexs afterwards Profeſſor at 
Utrich : Yet YYalleus undertook the care of the School, and 
to read Lectures of Greek, and Philoſophy to them. 

In theſe Lectures he explained Homer, Heſiod , and other 
Authors : * In Philoſophy he read Ethicks, Phyſicks, Aftrone- 
my, and Opticks : and now Gomarns being come to them, 
they prepared all things that belonged to an 1/luſtriows School : 
the place was appointed in the Quire of the new Church, and 
Gomarus was to read and interpret the ſacred Scriptures, and 
to diſcuſs the Common places in, his Publick Diſputations : 
james Meivartins was to read Philoſophy : So that the fame 
of the School began to ſpread abroad : and the Magiſtrates 
of Miaddleborough profered to YYallens the place which was 
reſerved for him, +v:z. to be Profeſſor of Divinity Common 
places. At this Gomarns (who too much indulged his paſsions) 
was diſpleaſed, oppoſed himſelf, and accuſed Y/alleus of He- 
relie, for that when he was a Student at Leidey, he ſtily defen- 
ded that there were three ſouls in man. 

The Magiſtrates were more offended at this oppoſition then 
was VVallens : for VPallens preſently diſclaimed the choice , 
who having never in his life ſought after any place , was now 
much more content with his preſent condition,and would not ſo 
far offend his old Maſter, as againſt his will to be choſen for 
his Colleague. No injury did ever ſo diſturb the mind of FV at- 
lens as to diſcompoſe it , or make him unlike himſelf. But in 
the mean time the people were very angry that their beloved 
Miniſter was thus diſgraced by him who formerly by his pub- 
lick teſtimony had atteſted the purity of his Do&rine, *

ſters alſo refuſed to obey them, yea the Remonſtrants them- 
ſelves,eſpecially thoſe which were framed by Hrgh Grotins at the 
inſtigation of UVtenbogard that ſet bounds to the Miniſters , 
from which in handling Controverſies it was not lawful for them 
to deviate, Yetthe Magiſtrates would have them-obeyed ;.and 
ſuch Paſtors as refuſed, were forbidden the exerciſe of their Mini- 
ftry ; and ſuch as were more pertinacious, were caſt out of their 
Cities:and ſuch Citizens as moſt favoured them were baniſhed : 
And though they were reſtored again by the Preſidents of Ju- 
ſtice who judged it to-be not a correction but a faQtion, yet the

that poyſon lay under this honey : Upon this the Magiſtrates 
forbade him the uſe of his Miniſtry : But the people who now 
ſaw the fraud , woutd not hear Vrenbogard any longer, but re-! 
ſorted to Sermons in the neighbor Village of Ri/wick : This 
the Magiſtrates ſought to hinder : On the contrary the people 
urged that either: Ro/evs, or ſome other Preacher of the Re- 
formed Religion(for which they had ſpent ſo much treaſure and 
blood) ſhould be allowed them : Againſt this Vrenbogerd op- 
poſed himſelf, and laying aſide his pretence of moderation , 
ſought by all means to hinder the gratifying of the people in 
their requeſt,

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Prince Morice obſerving that not ſo much the Miniſters as 
himſelf was aimedat , and that by his connivence the power of 
Barnevelt and his adverſaries was increaſed , he began penly to 
favour the Cort -a-Remonſtrants,and requeſted the States of H.1- 
{and that they might have a Church and Miniſter allowed them: 
But the Nobles and the twelve Cities much oppoſed it : yet {till 
the Prince urged it, and ſeeing the (ontra-Remonſtrants deſired 
but reaſon, * procured the Engli/5 Church at the Hague to 
be allowed them : which when it would not receive all the Au- 
ditors, they took another Church , brought in Henry Roſers , 
and frequented his Sermons. Barnevelr and his aſſociates were 
much troubled at this, as if violence was profered to their au- 
thority : But ſeeing that the F'ontra-Remouſtrants had no more 
granted them but what was equal, they ſuffered that which they 
knew not how to prevent. By this examplethe Contra-Remon- 
ftrants everywhere took courage , and the people ſided with 
them, ſeeing the Prince to favour them, who was ſo beloved and 
elteemed of them, | 

But the Contra» Remonſtrants of the Hague thought it not 
enough to have a Church and Preacher, bur inſo illuſtrious a 
place they muſt make it appear that their opinions and Do- 
ctrine was better then that of the Rcmonſtranrs : Burt when 
Utenbogard excelled Roſens in Learning , and daily provoked 
him to Diſputation, ſome other muſt be ſent for that might 
cool his boaſting : For which end none was judged fitter then 
our Wallzxs, and therefore Anno (hriſti 1617. Deputies were 
ſent from the Church of Hagze and the Prince of Orange , 
with the conſent of the Magiſtrates, to fetch him from 14:4- 


dleborough for a time to be a Paſtor of the Church at 
Hague. 


As ſoon as he was come thither, he began in his Sermons to 
ſet down the ſtate of the controverſie, to weigh the Arguments 
of both ſides ; to anſwer thoſe of the Remonſtrants , and 
to vindicate thoſe of the Contra-Remoxnſtrants ; and ſo fully to 

inſtruct the people in theſe controverſies. Then did Vrenbogard 
give over histalk of diſputing, who well knew the Learning 
of Fallews. But his followers who did not know Welleus 10 
well, ſometimes ſet upon him. And firſt of all La Haye, a 
Preacher of the Remonſtrants as ſoon as the Sermon was ended 
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before the Auditory was diſſolved, began to contend with him 
about the Perſeverance of Saints ; But YV/allens dealt ſo mo- 
deſtly with him, equally conſidering his arguments, ſolidly 
and clearly anſwering them, and urging others with-ſuch acute- 
neſs and judgement , that the man having nothing to anſwer, 
ſhrunk away with ſhame. | 
The Remonſtrants thinking to repair this diſgrace, challenged 
VValleus to a new Diſputation,wherein an Eloquent and nimble 


| Lawyer was appointed to aſlift Za Haye : But this Diſputation 


was to be in a private houſe where ſhould be preſent only two 
Elders for witneſſes : Y/allzns refuſed it not : And when 


they were met, the Lawyer began very contentiouſly to pro- 


| poen the point of Predeſtination ; VValleus anſwered mildly, 


ut ſolidly, whereby he tamed the fierceneſs of his adverſary : 
But when ſome hundreds of both parts preſſed into the houſe 
to hear, the Remonſtrants fearing the like event ofthis Diſpu- 
tation as was of the former , would proceed no further , 
ſaying , that /#ch a conference ſhould not be where ſo many were 
reſent. 
VYalleus not content with this , often invited Vtenbogard 
to a conference , eſpecially by the Lady 'eAlice Coligni, the 
Widdow of Y/iliam Prince of Orang: , becauſe Vtenbogard 
had by her formerly challenged Roſes to a pnblick diſpute : 
but Vrenbogard always by excuſes evaded it : By which means 
the DoCtrine of the Contra-Remonſtrants began to flouriſh 
again at the Hague. , | 
The cauſe of the Contra- Remonftrants was eſpecially defended 
by Fohn Becins of Dort , Henry Vander Leyden of Delph , Fe- 
tus Hommins of Leiden, Peter Plantins, and James T riglan- 
din: of « Amſterdam , learned and wiſe men , who were much 
eſt-emed by the people : Theſe men formerly in all weighty 
matters uſed ſtill to conſult with VVallens , and now they were 
wholly guided by him : The Magiſtrates of Amſterdam, who 
were the chief of thoſe that defended the Contra-Remonſtrants , 
continually by their Deputies conſulted with YYalleus : and 
when they had any buſineſs of weight , they earneſtly impor- 
taned him to be preſent both in their Presby7ery and City-Coun- 
cil to aſsiſt with his advice : And the Prince of 9-74nge ( of 
whom it was wittily ſaid that whey he /ate ov Horſeback , he had 
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all his 4 ounſellors with him, yet) had YV/alleas for his intimate 
Counſellor in all things which either concerned Religion , or 
this Controverſie, So that no day paſſed wherein he did not 
require, his counſel , and ſometime ſpent whole nights in delt- 
berating with him , that he might'conclude upon ſuch matters 
as he was to diſpatch the next day. For indeed he much efteem- 
ed YVVallens,' becauſe though -he ' was very prudent, yet 
would he never diſſemble, and all his counſels were free from

\ For this candor he was reſpeted by the Remonſtrants 
themſelves; for they knew which ways his counſels tended, that 
though he would have the Contra-Remonſtrants ſetled , yet he 
would not have the Remonſirants deſtroyed, perſwading himſelf 


a morecalm minde weigh things indifferently , many of them 
would return to the Truth : He alſo maintained Riliaricy 
with Grotizs and others of the Remonſtrants as formerly he had 
done, and would have taken them off from Barzevelr, but 
On (as they uſed to ſay ) a greater humane power . hindred 
them. 
By theſe means YYalleus was a chief inftrament of bring- 
ins the whole controverſie to the deciſion of a National Sy- 
xod, -and took care that due preparation ſhould be made for the 
ſame, which when he had effeRed , he left the Hague : Indeed 
the Prince of Orange endeavoured to hinder his departure, and 
choſe him for his Court-Preacher *: but YYallens wholly 
difliked that courſe of life, as prejudicial to his ſtudies, and dan- 
gerous, ſeeing he muſt either flatter, or hazard the loſs of great 
mens favour, and incur their frowns. 
Amnno Chriſti 1618. he returned to Middleborough where he 
found the great love of the people to him; whilſt many came 
to meet him : His Colleagues and the Magiſtrates viſited him 
with many expreſsions of their great love. 
The Controverſies between the Remoyſtrants and Contra- 
Remonſtrants was not now confined within the bounds of Hol- 
land, but it ſpreadinto Utrich , Qveriſle, Gelderland ; yea as 
far as Sedan; where Daniel Tilenus, an Eloquent man , but 
no deep Scholar, by degrees began to vent the Remonſtronts 
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then himſelf, though not ſo learned. But Rawmbowrſins the 
Cout-Preacher diſcovered him , ſo that by the Duke of Bo- 
vullian; he was forced to leave his Profeſſors place and de- 
art. 
, For the ſupply of which place, and to build up what Tilenns 
had pulled down, Y/Yalleus was again called to Sedar : and all 
means were uſed to prevail for his remove. The meſſenger was 
Francis Arſenins , a man famous for ſuch employments, and

Feſtus Hommins was imployed in pro- 
poſing the ſtate of the Controverſie , who often conferred with 
Wallews about it: But in weighing the controverſies, ſtrength- 
ening , or enervating Arguments, and in vindicating them 
from exceptions, alles excelled : whereupon when any diffi- 
culty aroſe, as the Explication of the Epiſtle to the Romanes,&c. 
it was committed to Walkers ; If any thing wasto be accurate- 
ly and prudently defined , itwas committed to Waller : And 
he was choſen for one of thoſe that drew up the Canoxs of the 
Synod, and ſetdown reaſons why the Doctrine of the Remos- 
ſtrants was rejected : And it was judged that the wiſdom of 
Walless prevailed much to procure the unanimous conſent of the, 
$ynodthereunto. Wherefore of the Politicians and ſtrangers, 
who had no cauſe of envy , he was much eſteemed : yea he fo

- He never affeRted eaſe. He was always much grieved for the 
afflitionsof the Church : And endeavoured in all things to 
keep a good and a clear Conſcience, He would never to gratifie 
friends, givEany other counſel then ſuch as beſeemed him, ei- 
ther to the Church or Magiſtrate ; Neither did he ever requeſt 
any. for bis children or kindred of: which they were not 
worthy , or might any way tend to the detriment of others. 

W hen as the Magiſtrates of Lesdex had often proffered him 
the houſe wherein Arminizs dwelt, and wherein now his wid- 
dow and children remained, he would never accept of it, till as, 
when they ſaw that they could ſtay in it no longer , themſelves 
came to him, and requeſted him to take it, thanking him that he 
had deferred it ſo long. | ..

Corvinus in defence of Du Mollines Anatomy of « Arminianiſm, 
As alfo his Cenſura confeſſions Remonſtrantium, How careful he 
was of Order both Civil and Sacred,is manifeſt by his tracate 
de cAmthoritate Magiſtratics inrebus Eccleſraſtics, How a re- 
ligious obſerver of the Sabbath,his diſſertation De Sabbatho de- 
clares. How defirous he was to reform the Ethnick practical 
Philoſophy,appears by his Compendium Ethice Ariſtotelice ad nor- 
mam veritats Chriſtiane revocatum. 

His countenance was mixed with gravity : His pronunciation 
was modeſt and maſculine : free from ditlimulation : not with- 
out elegancy : neither by brevity did he procure obſcurity, nor 
by prolixity tediouſneſs. Sometimes he was more vehement, 
when the zeal of Gods glory, the love of the Truth , or the 
heat of Diſputation excited him. Againſt the Adverſaries of 


the Truth he contended not by reproaches or railings, but by 


ſtrong. arguments drawn out of the ſacred Scriptures. As oft 
as he was called by the Prince of Orange, or the States to com- 
poſe Eccleſs.:ſtical differences,” he never you his pains there- 
in. As oft as he was ſent either by Magiltrate or Presbyterie to 
the Camp, or about any other difficult buſineſſes, no trou- 
ble nor danger made him decline the work, His converſation 
both at home and abroad was holy and blameleſs. He was Ho- 
ſpitableto his friends, charitable to the poor, pleaſing to all : 
Not piven to Wine, but ſober, juſt, temperate, and free from co 
vetouſnels.

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' The Life of Henry Alting , who dyed 
Anno Chriſti 1644. 


Enry Alting was born at Embaes in Friſland, eAnno Chri- 
fi 1583. of a very antient and honorable Family: His 
Father,t Me»ſo eAlting,was Paſtor of Embden ; his Mother was 
Mary Biſcof , a choice Matron : In his childhood he was very 
ſickly and weak , ſo that he was four years old before he could 
go. His Parents devoted him to the ſervice of God, and his 
Church from the very Womb, and therefore Anne Chri. 1590. 
when he was ſeven years old, they ſet him to School in their | 
own City of Embgen , where he quickly diſcovered a prompt 
and mb wit, ſo that in the ſpace of ſeven years he went 
through all the forms in that School , and being fitted for it, 
at fourteen years old his Father ſent him to the Univerſity of 
Groning , where he {tudyed the firſt year under Buningizs, and 
three other years under Vbbo Emmize , the firſt Retor of that 
Univerſity; a man famous through the World for his Learning: | 
By his diligence under ſuch Tutors he profited exceedingly,wri- 
ting an excellent Latize ſtile, and being well grounded in the 
| knowledge of the Arts. 
From thence his Father ſent him into Germany for the ad- 
| vancement of his Learning , and diy” ſaluted Marparg, he 
| week to Herborn, Axno Chriſti 1602, where that famous Di- 
vine John P:/cator was Profeſlor , under whom our Henry ap- 
plyed himſelf to his ftudyes , and by his great induſtry and ex- 
cellency of his wit was-ſo far approved of, that he was imployed 
id reading Philoſophical and Theological Le&ures ; $0; that 
after three years abode chere, he began to think of entring in- 
to the Miniſtty , for which-end he reſolved to go into Helve- 
tiaand Fraxce, to receive Orders in ſome of thoſe Churches : 
But God for the preſent intended him to another imployment : 
For upon the commendations of the Profeſſors of Herborn , 
Piſcator, Zepper, and Martinivs, he was appointed by Count 
Toby of Naſſau to be Tutor to three young Counts , viz. Wil- 
liam of Naſſau, Conrade Lodowick, of Solmes, and Phil. Erneſt 
of | 
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of 1ſenburg , who atthis time were Students in the Univerſity 
of Sedan , together with the young Prince Frederick , ſon to 
Frederick, the fourth , Ele&tor Palatine , who afterwards was 
choſen King of Bohemia, 

But before our Henry went to Sedan, he went to Heidleberg, 
to Tohn Albert Count of Solmes , and from thence to Friedel- 
ſreim to the Prince Elefor himſelf, by whom he was courte- | 
ouſly entertained; and being furniſhed with Letters and neceſ- 
faries for his journey, he went to Sedan, where he arrived in 
the beginning of September, en. (hriſti 16C5. and undertook 
his Office. 

He had continued but awhile in that place, before it was requi- 
ſite for him to withdraw,with his charge from that City, for fear 
of a ſiege which was threatned by Henry the fourth King of 
Prance:and therefore they all went to Heidleberg,and our Henry 
in the Princes Court attended his former imployments, having 
a fourth added to the former three Noblemen, viz. lohn {on- 
rade , the Rheingrave. Yea the very ſame Summer Prince Fre- 
derick, himſelf was committed to his tuition, to be by him in- 
ftructed in Hiſtory and Geography : And atlaſt, viz. 1608. he 
was wholly left to the inſtruction of our Henry and Zachary 
Collins , who went back with him to Sedan, the ſtorm heing 
now over , where he ſo carefully attended his charge all day , 
that he was fain to get time out of his {leep for the ſtudy of Di- 
vinity. | 
The Univerſity of Sedan had at this time famous Divines in 
it, as Danie!Tilenzr, and lames Capellus, with whom he entred 
into a ſtri& bond of familiarity. 

eAnno Chriſti 16'0, the Prince Elettordving ; he returned 
with the yourg Prince to Heidieber 7 , where he attended his 
daily imployment. 

Anno Chriſti 1612. the Prince EleCtor being to go into Eng- 
layd to marry the Lady Elz4beth danghter to King [ames , 
would needs have our /7ea»7 to go along in his train ; In which 
journey he eſcaped death very narrowly, himſelf with Scw/- 
ters, and ſome other of the Princes company being ſurprized 
with a ſtorm upon the Lake of Hwr/ea , ſo thar with great dif- 
ficulty, and half drowned, they gat to the further ſhore. 
This was Ofobcr the ſeventh in the afternoon, juſt at which 
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time his Father dyed , leaving this. life for a' better. 

Atting bavirg elcaped this darger , with a. better voyage ar- 
rived fately in -npland, where he was kindely entertained, and 
became familiar with George +-76bor Archbiſhop of. Canterbury, 
fobn King Biſhop of London, and Doctor Hackwel! Tutor to 
the Prince-of Wales : yea, and King James himlelf conferred fa- 
miliarly with him. 

February following A». (briſt; 161 3. the Prince EleQtor be- 
ng: marryed, ſent Henry Alting with his Scholars before him in- 
to the Palatinate , who in their journey travelled through Ze- 
land , Flanders, Brabant, Limburg, Juliers, and Collen, and ſo 
at laſt arrived at Heidleberg in April: the new marryed couple 
being not-long behinde them 

About four moneths after our Alting was called to be a 
Profeſſor of Divinity, to.read Common places in the Univer- 
ſity of Hez4leberg : Into which he was admitted Auguſt the 16. 
which was the Princes birth: day. : And becauſe by the Sta- 
tutes of the Univerſity none could be Moderator of the Diſpu- 
tations but a DoRor , he was ſolemnly inaugurated into that 
degree, November the 18. by Parews Dean of the Univerſity, 
and B.rtholomew Coppenins Door of Divinity. And this was 
very remarkable, that amongſt all the tumults and pleaſures of 
the- Court, his minde was never taken off from the ſtudy of 
Divinity. But Gods Providence intended him to ſome further 
imployment then a Profeſſors place : For there was in Heiale- 
berg an excellent-Seminary of the Church, endowed with large 
revenues called the Colledge of #;/dom : The Prince there- 
| fore "choſe him Maſter thereof, Ofober the 15. An. Chri. 1616. 
together with two Colleagues to inſtrut and train up young 
Divines for the work of the Miniſtry : and how much good he 
did therein, they are able to relate who gratefully acknowledge 

what profit they reaped by his care and-culture. 
| Whilſt. he was thus laboring in his double imployment, {op- 
| pe 4/44 another Profeſſor dyed., whoſe place was divolved upon

Offices belonging to the EleQoral family. He alſo kept a pnb- 
lick Diſputation De Mundo under Chriſtopher Jugnitius : Aﬀer 
all which in 7anzary An. (Chri. 1619. by the command of his 
Superiors, he ſtood with five Competitors, and underwent a pri- 
vate and publick examination in the Hebrew, Greek, and L:- 
tine T ongues : as alſo in Logick,, Phyſicks, Mather iticks, and 
Ethicks, and made Theams and Verſes in all thoſe three Lan- 
guages : and diſputed concerning Judiciary Altrulogie with one 
of his Competitors. Examination being ended he was made

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Maſter of Arts, and ſo.returned with honor to his Parents ; 
with whom after he had-ſtaid a while he was by them ſent to 
Geneva,in regard of the eminency.both of the Teachers and 
City : For indeed that City was famous from the firſt Re- 
formation in which Calvis and Beza flouriſhed , who derived 
the ſame excellent Genizs wherewith themſelves were adorned 
to their ſucceſſors. 

At his firſt coming thither he fell into acquaintance with Ye- 
delizs the Profeſſor of Philoſophy ,. and Heidanws , who after- 
wards made his Funeral Qration ; Theſe men found in him 
ſuch qualifications as drew their affetions to him : For they

Jathis own Table; being much delighted with the variety of his 
| Learning and Piety. And 
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| And thus far helived a private life : but-in July An,Chr. 1625- 


he was called by his friends to Geneva ; and indeed he delighted 
in that City above all others, wiſhing that there he might fix 
his ſtation : whereupon he haſted hither upon this Call, and 
often ſpake of the go0d Providence of God to him therein : 
For when he came to Lyoxs, being to paſs over the River 
Araris, he would needs go over in a Boat : but by the vio- 
lence of the ſtream his Boat was ſplit againſt an Arch of the 
Bridge, whereby with much difficulty he eſcaped drowning, and 
ſo (through Gads mercy) coming at length to Geneva, Ar. 
Chri. 1626. he found the Profeſſor of Philoſophies place to be 
void by the death of Gaſpar Alexins, and ſo by the unanimous 
vote of all, he was preferred before all his Competitors to it, 


whereby,after all his cravels and troubles he {aimed at a ſafe and 


quiet harbor:Hereupon the better to bind himſelf to continuance 
in that place, the year after he reſolved to marry, and pitching 
his atfechions upon Carlot & Ports, the daughter of the Noble 
Peter a Portu, with the good liking of her friends, he marryed 
her, and ever after carryed a tender affetion towards her ; - and 
indeed ſhe well roALD itin regard of her vertues, and inno- 
cency of manners, joyned with Dovelike {imylicity , free from 
fraud and guile. For ſhe wholly depended upon her husband , 
and was willing to be governed in all things by his advice, which 
is the chief commendations of a wife, and ſo had all things 
common with him. And herein our Spazhe:m admyrably 
ſhewed his wiſdom, who as he was famous abroad, ſo he took 
ſpecial care that no domeſtick jars ſhould infelicitate lus life : 
his endeavour alſo was not only to preſerve , but to encreaſe 
his outward eſtate ; well remembring that ſpeech of the Holy 
Apoſtle,whereby he requires that a B:-ſh-p ſhoreld govern his houſe 
Well, and keep hu childrea in ſubjeftion with all honeſty, For, 
faith he, 1f a man cannot govern his own family, hoW ſhall he take 
care of the Church of God ? | 
By this wife he had many children, whereof ſome dyed in 
their infancy, but he left ſeven behinde him, all of great toward- 
neſs, eſpecially his two eldeſt ſons, who are like to inherit their 
Fathers vertues. 4 
But it was not fit that his excellent parts ſhould be ſhut. up | 
within the Schools,nor his light put under a buſhel,whicy ongat 
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| Eletor Palatine ſought alſo the ſame : but the miſeries which 
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by ; whereupon the Reverend Presbyterie often adviſed him 
to apply his minde to the ſtudy of Divinity, which alfo he wil- 
lingly did, and ſo to the preat rejoycing of all he'was ordained 
a Minifter , and indeed fo excelled , that he exceeded all mens 
hopes, both for his Eloquence and DoQtrine : And it pleaſed 
God.to call him forth to the conftant exerciſe of it Anno Chri- 
and his dear friend, dying, he was by the yy conſent of 
all choſen to ſucceed him, at which-time he lay ſick in bed; and 
dreamed of no ſuch matter : This place he diſcharged for ele- 
ven years ſpace with great applauſe : For then he diſcovered 
what was afterwards to be expected from him both by his Le- 
Qures and Diſputations: ſo y $3 that Univerfity was never in a 
berter condition then when it was illuſtrated by the light of 
Spanhemins. 
en. Chri.1635. he was choſen ReRor of the Univerſity , 
at which time he made that excellent Oration, which was pub- 
liſhed in the name of Geneva Reformed, being juſt an hundred 
years after that City firit embraced the Goſpel. 
Hereupon the Bernates conſulted about drawing him to 
Lanſanna , to ſucceed in the place of Zames a Ports : They of

Ar laſt Leiden obtained him, though with much difficulty , the 
Magiſtrates and Church of Gezeva much oppoſing it : Yet the 
Cnrators of Leiden infifted with ſo much carnefneſ by their 
frequent Letters, to which were added the requeſt of the King 


ſland, and laſtly of the States General, that with much ado 
at length they extorted, rather then obtained his diſmiſſion from 
Geneva :; But its worth obſervation what means they uſed to 
retain him, with what grief and ſorrow they parted with him, 
what a confluence of people brought him forth of the City, 
and with what ſighs and tears they parted with him, as if in 
hop him, they had loſt” a principall member of their 
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Yet before heleft Geveva he went to Bafil to take the degree 
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of Doctor : For in Gezva they uſe no fuch degree , and 
therefore whilſt he was there he affeRed itt not : But be- 
ing to go to Leiden where it was more neceſſary , he that had 
been for ſo manyyears a Teather of others, now ſubmitted to 
examination, and ſo-was created Doctor : And this profit 
he gat thereby, that he veiwed Helveria,and became acquainted 
with many excellent and learned men, eſpecially with Zuinge- 
rus and Buxtorfms, whoſe names were now famous in the Chri- 
ſtian World. . 

An.Chri. 1642. leaving Geneva, he with his whole Family and 
goods arrived ſafely in the moneth of Ofober in Leiden,juſt upon 
that Feſtivalday wherein they celebrated the memorial of their 
deliverance from the Spaniſh ſiege, and was moſt gratefully 
and heartily welcomed by them: -and ſo ſoon as he came thi- 
ther it was obſerved that there enſued .a great alteration both 
in his ſtile, conceptions, phraſes, and manner of life, ſo that 
he lived amongſt the Hollanders as if he had been born amongſt 
them. In his Orationwhich he made at his /xauguration, fe 
ſhewed himſelf a learned, pious, prudent and peaceable Di- 
vine. In. his.Diſputations he was earneſt, quick , and altoge- 
ther inſuperable, as one thar knew all the lurking holes of $- 
phiſters, and withall knew how to overthrow them in their 
own Artifices/ : He was ſo acute, that atthe firit word he un- 
derſtood the meaning of his Antagor!/ts, and uy times did 
ſo happily enucleate it, that expreſling'it better then them- 
ſelves could, he taught them thereby : and when any diffi- 
(culty aroſe, he could eaſily by the light of reaſon diſcuſs and 
| make it cleer : But when he handled the cauſe of God, and 
'was to afſert his truth, and honor againſt the impudence of ad- 
verfaries, you might have ſeen him go beyond himſelf: rifing 
up. with a great ſpirit and unuſual zeal to diſpel the objections, 
of his adyerfartes. Many timesalſo in'Diſpurations, lealt they 
ſhould be jejune- and frigid , he would furniſh che Opponent 
with Arguments, and arm him againſt himſelf, leaſt an hour 
ſhould paſs without profit to the Hearers. His care was not on- 
ly to learn. the firſt grounds of ſome of the Arts, but he reſted 
not_tillhe had gained the-exat knowledge of all the Arts, and 
had -dived'rinto the profundity of Phrlofophy : For -its the 
ſign of an ignoble and fAlothful 'minde to*retain and"conclude 
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ner it ſelf with in narrow bounds : yet reſted he not in the know- 
ledge of humane Arts, but only made them Handmaids 

ls tudy of and Servants to Divinity : For that indeed he prized above 
che Scriptures. all other ſtudies,, and therein he ſpent moſt of his time, :'en- 
| deavouring throughly to underſtand the Sacred Scxiptures,and | 
to vindicate the ſame from all the falſe gloſſes put upon:them 
by Hereticks : He, if ever any man, was ſtudious: of tthe 
Truth : to the.defence whereof he conſecrated all his ſtudies, 
and indeed was then in his Paradice when he had attained to 
the knowledge of obſcure Trutlfs , or had brought light to dit- 
ficult Texts, or had freed them from the wreſtings or cavils 
of Heretick;, He was truly a Scribe taught to the Kingdom 
of Heaven, who out of his treaſury brought forth things new

made of him for advice in civil affairs 
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Politicks, you would have thought that he had ftudyed nothing 
elſe-in the whole courſe of his life : Before he grew old, he 
was an old'man for wiſdom and intentneſs upon buſineſles. 
His whole life. was an 7d4ea of wiſdom, whereby as occaſion 
required, he could: accommodate himſelf to affairs of all 
ſorts. He was a wary eſtimator of humane affairs : In his 
friendſhips he obſerved this rule, that though he did not ad- 
mit all promiſcuoully , yet did he admit not, a few into his 
famifiarity. He was yery ready to do good to, and to de- 
ſerve well of all; and whereas many had daily occaſion to 
make uſe of him, he rather numbred then weighed the good 
turns he did them. He had almoſt ſo'many triends as ac- 
quaintance, eſpecially of thoſe that excelled in Learning: In 
England, Uſher, Selden, Prideaux , Morton, and Twiſſe, who 
a little before death would truſt no body but our Spanbeim 
with ſundry writings which he had prepared for the preſs. In 


France, beſides many Noble men. who were in great places of |. 


dignity, he had Melinew, Tronchinus , William Rivet, Gariſ- 
ſolius, Beaumontins, Meſtrezatins, Drelincourtins, Bouterovins, 
HMaratus, Blendellus, Ferrins, Petitus , Croius, Vincentins , 
Bochartas , almoſt; all of them famous for their writings : In 
Germany he had Zuingerusr, Vlricns, Buxtorfins, ( rocins , 
with ſome others; yea out of SWeden,the Queen her ſelf the mi- 
racle of her ſexe, did lately ſalute him very kindely by her 
iſhop, and by her Letters ſignified how much ſhe eſteemed 
him, and how much ſhe was delighted with his Works. In 
Tran(yluanis, Biſterfield , a very learned man , kept conſtant 
correſpondence with-him by frequent Letters. Bur we muſt 
not forget Andrew Rivet , who was inferior to-none of the 
Divines that then lived, with whom he had a moſt ftrit bond 
of friendſhip, ſo that they ſeemed ro have but one ſoul in 
two bodizs, they willed. and nilled the ſame thing, their opt- 
nions and judgements never differing: But ashe was always: 
an acute obſerver of wit and learning , ſo he never delired 
| more intimacy with any then with ſuch as by an unuſual kinde 


of Learning excelled all others, whereupon, ſeeing Salmatins, 


as the bright Sun obſcuring all other Stars, acknowledging 
the immenlity of bis; Learning ;,. and' the magaitude of his He- 
| roick motions, he. often profeſſed that he delighted in nothing

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more then in his friendſhip : and. Salmatizs alſo —_ im- 
braced the ſame , infomuch as when Spaxheim lay fick, hear- 
ing that he defired to ſpeak with him,though at that time he lay 
fick of the Gout, Saimarins haſted to him, where with many 
tears and fighs they imbraced each other , conferring of ſuch 
things as became Chriſtians,” and ſuch great men to ſpeak of, 
totheir mutual ſatisfaction. 

He lived aifo moſt friendly with his other Colleagues , 
weighing prudently what each of them deſerved :* But 
amongſt all, obſerving Bernard Schot to excel for his $Kill | 
in the Law, and dexterity in diſpatching bulſinefles, as 
alſo for his obſequious minde towards him, he made choice 
of him eſpecially to impart his ſecrets to, and to reit moſt 
upon his advice, 

He always, as he ought , much efteemed the age: good 
will of the Prince of Oza»getowards him, as alſo of the en 
of Bohepiia, and other of the States, to whom deſervedly he 
was molt dear : as they teſtified by their extraordinary grief at 
his death, 

He always uponevery occaſion profeſſed how much he 
was beholding to the Curators and Magiſtrates of Leidey, 
for their fingular good will towards him, whereby they 
often. anticipated, and exceeded his modeſty in conferring fa- 
vors upon him. The moſt excellent Princeſs of Orange alſo , 
after his death, fent to his widdow and eldeſt ſon , profeſling 
that the loſs of him was no leſs a prief to her, then if ſhe 
_O another husband, or dear ſon, ſo highly did ſhe eſteem 
of him, 

Neither may any man wonder whence it came to pals 
that he had ſo many friends, if withall he do but conſi- 
der the multitude of Letters that he fent and received, ſo that 
his ſtudy ſeemed to be a Compendinm of all Europe. But be- 


'hold the mutability of all Earthly things ! The truth is, his la-! 
| bors were ſo many and great , that if his body had been of 
' Oak, or Iron, he could not have held out lons : fo that we 
| may truly ſaygthat the imploymenr of his ſoul deſtroyed its own 
habitation,which was worn out, and diſſolved with too much ex- 
erciſe : For beſides the publick labors which he underwent in the 
Church 'and Univerſity ; his (private and domeſtical cares, his 
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conferences with his friends, his frequent intercourſe of Letters» 
his various writings, a giving counſel to others, took up eve- 
ry moment in his life : And though he was often admoniſhed 
by his friends to favour himſelf and moderate: his pains, yet 
would he by no means be perſwaded to it. 

Hence it was obſerved that his ſtrength began ſenſibly to 
decay ,- and he was troubled with great obſtructions , ſo that 
himſelf began to complain of them, yet would he not diminiſh 
his daily task : And thus he continued all the Winter affli- 
ted with weakneſs, and pains at ſundry ſeaſons. His laſt 
Sermon he Preached at Eaſter , upon thoſe memorable words 
of Saint Paul, Phil. 3.21, Who ſball change our vile body, that 
it may be like bu glorious body, &c, Alſo after his laſt Leure, 
returning home, he complained of the decay of his ſtrength , 
which was ſo great, that with much difficulty. he went on 
to the end of his LeQure, as many of his Auditors ob- 
ſerved. | 
From thenceforth his health decayed , and his ſtrength de- 
clined more and more, and which was an ill ſign, his weak- 
neſs was greater then his diſeaſe ; yet notwithſtanding he 
was delegated in the midſt of Apri/, by the Churchyto a Sy- 
#od of the French Churches which met at Harlem, whither he 
went, thouph the labor was too great for his weak body : 
And at His return he. ſenſibly diſcerned that he was much 

igns of death appeared out- 
wardly , yet was his weakneſs ſuch , that being taken off his 
Legs, he was confined to his bed : Herenpon he foreſaw 
the approach of death , and wholly gave up himſelf to God, 
whom he continually invoked by ardent prayers, and ſighs , 
which had been his conſtant praRice in the whole courſe of 
is life : But yet April the 28. he thought himſelf better, 
of his recovery : whereup- 
on in the afternoon he fate up at his ſtudy window ; where 
he had not continued long |before he was ſeized upon by 
a violent Feaver,: with a great trembling and ſhaking of 
his whole body, which-at length ended 40 A burning, 10 
'as if he had been'in \the-migſt. of a 
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Profeffing chat he knew Chriſt to be his Redeemer in whom he 
believed}, and with whom he knew that he ſhould ſhortly be 


ſoul: ſtill breathing after Chriit : Only this by earneſt prayers 
he begged of God, that he would give him ſtrength to undergo 
whatſoever he ſhould pleaſe to lay upon him, and that he would 
not ſuffer him to be tempted beyond what he was able to bear, 
that he might have a quiet and comfortable departure out of 
this miſerable and ſinful world. | 
Preſently the famous Phyſitian Dr. Stratenus was ſent for | 
from the Hagre, who was his ſpecial friend, to whom was ad- | 
joined Dr. a/44,who performed all the Offices of good Phy-| 
ſittans, and did what Arr could do : But their buſineſs was - 
ſo much with the diſeaſe, as with death,which refuſed all reme- | 
dies. The Citizens of Leide» mourned exceedingly ' for his 
ſickneſs; the Queen of Bohemia, and the Princeſs of Orange 
ſhewed moſt tender affeRions towards him : His wife and fa- 
mily foreſeeing their calamity in his loſs, were difſolved into 
rears; Bur Heidaurs coming to viſit him , he-declared to him 
the inward peace of his ſoul', his hope of future glory , and 
his faith in Chriſt , together with his earneſt defire of lea- 
ving this miſerable World : He alſo freely forgave all that had 
wronged him, deſiring the hke from others, if he had any way 
juſtly offended them : Profeſling that whatſoever he had done, 
he did it ont of his love to Truth, and his care over the Church. 
The night before his death Dr. Tr:g/andins was ſent: for to 
him , whom he always loved and honoured as his dear: friend , 
and Colleague, who being come, prayed with him : and the 
next day Dr. Maſſi/ins Paſtor of the Frexch Church did the like : 
And thus he ſpentafl that week in Prayers and holy Exerciſes : 
On Wedvre/day night he cauſed his ſon to read to him the 8. chai. 
of Fzet/el and part of the Epiſtle to the Romans : after which he 
ſpake ro his eldeſt fon | Frederick ] exhorting him to the ſtudy 
of Divinity", requiring him not to be withdrawn from it by an 
means whatſoever;he thought that he could never ſpeak i Hog 
of the tender love, care, and'diligence of his, wife ſhewed to- 
wards him.A littte before his death, recolleQting his ſpirits,in the 
preſence of Samuel RiveriusPaſtor of Delph,with a clear and fer- 
vent voice, he prayed with ſuck ardency of affetions,as cauſed 
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all to wonder. In his Prayers he gave immortal thanks to God 
for all his bleſlings beſtowed ſo plentifully upon him in the whole 
courſe of his life: and for that he had bleſſed him ſo much 
amongſt ſtrangers : acknowledging himſelf to be leſſe then all 
thoſe bleſſings, and that he had nothing to return to his Maje- 
ity for them but his grateful heart : Above other things he 
eſpecially bleſſed him for bringing him forth in a Reformed and 
Orthodox Church,andFfor that he had not ſuffered him to be in- 
fected with the Popiſh Religion, whoſe DoEtrine he profeſſed 
to be erroneous and contrary tothe Goſpel of Chriſt, and the 
way of perdition,: He prayed heartily to God to continue 
theſe bleſſings to his Family for ever , and that he would never 
ſuffer any of them to be ſeduced to Popery : He prayed alſo that 
in the pains of death he might with all his ſoul breath after 
God, and might before hand have ſome taſt of the glory of| 
heaven. 

This Prayer being ended, his ſtrength and voice failed him, 
and ſo about Sun-ſetting he quietly ſlept in the Lord , e-4»n0 
Chri 164g. and of his Age 49.
